Navy Accepted With Regret. 


A Washington dispatch of Saturday 
says, Washington L. Capps was commis- 
Sioned chief of the bureau of construc- 
tion and repair today, with the rank of 
rear admiral, Rear Admiral Bowles 
bade good-by to his assistants in the 
department. He will leave for Massa- 
chusetts tomorrow to assume his duties 
as president of the Fore River Ship & 
Engine Company in Quincy. 

Admiral Bowles of the navy, ip 
tendering his formal resignation to 
Presdident Roosevelt, wrote: 

‘*An opportunity having offered it- 
self enabling me to continue profes- 
sional work in private life under such 
circumstances that the advantages to 
my femily could not be overlooked, I 
part with profound regret from duties 
which are congenial and from the 
strong personal ties formed by 28 years’ 
service in the navy.’’ 

President Roosevelt replied as follows: | 

‘“‘My Dear Admiral Bowles—Your | 
resignation of the appointment as chief | 
constractor, United States navy, and of | 
sour commission as naval constructor, | 
to take effect on the 31st inst., has! 
been received, and I accept it with| 
regret. Your services to the navy, and, 
therefore, to the country as a whole, 
have been notable, and I desire to 
express my sincere appreciation of 
them.’’

Roof Burned Off a House at 


* Bracketts Wharf. 


The alarm from Box 25 at 10.50 Sun- 
day morning was for a tire in one of 
Charles McLaughlin's houses at 
Brackett’s wharf. The lower part of 
the house was occupied by an Italian 
family and the upper tenement was 
vacant, the family having moved away 
Saturday.

When a blaze appeared on the roof 
near the chimney, however, they 
realized that the house was on fire.

The engineer of the power station 
telephoned the Central Fire station and 
the apparatus was well on its way be- 
fore the alarm sounded. When the de- 
partment arrived the roof of the house 
was burning briskly, but well direted 
streams from a near-by bydrant soon 
mastered them. The roof of the build- 
ing was partly burned off, and the 
house soaked with water. The loss on 
the building is estimated at $500, and 
is fully covered by insurance. 

There is some question as to the 
causy of the fire. One story is that a 
kettle of fat boiling over started it. 
Chief Williams, however, thinks it was 
caused by a defective chimney. He says 
the family on the first floor were barn- 
ing green wood in their stove, which 
was red hot when he arrived, and that 
there was a defect in the chimney, The 
fire when he arrived was near the 
chimney.

| FIRE IN THE VATICAN 


| Becomes So Serious That Call For Aid 
Is Made Upon City Authorities 

| Rome, Nov. 2—A fire broke out at 
&:30 last evening in that portion of the 
Vatican containing the hall of inscrip- 
tions, where the pope gives au- 
diences. The alarm caused much con- 
fusion and excitement in the Vatican. 
Strenuous efforts were made to con- 
trol the flames and the firemen of Kome 
weve called to lend their help. At 11:30 
| the fire was under contro]. No lives 
were lost. No idea of the damaye can 
yet be obtained. “fhe pope came to the 
scene in person and remained until the 
arrangements to fight the fre were coni- 
pleted. 

The fire caused a greater sensation in 
Rome than has any other event since 
the death of Pope Leo. The safety of 
the pope was the first thought in every 
one’s mind, but this was soon assured. 
The first intimation of fire was had 
when smoke was seen issuing from the 
apartment of M. Marle, restorer of 
sncient manuscripts and illuminated 
books. The gendarmes broke in the 
doors of Marle’s apartment and found 
him in a heavy sleep. It is supposed 
that he retired and forgot to take proper 
precautions with his kitchen fire, which 
probably blazed up and ignited some 
nearby hangings. 

Information had been sent to the 
Italian authorities, who hurried to St. 
Peter’s. They were courtcously invited 
to enter and did so. ‘Therefore for the 
first time since the fall of the temporal 
power of the Vatican the mayo. of 
Rome, the prefect, police ofticials and 
even the newly appointed minister of 
justice entered the Vatican in thcir of- 
ficial] capacities.

426 Eleventa 2venue, aud wiich the po 


lice and coroner believe to have been of 


lives, and that the property loss was 
only $7000, The dead mostly 
Italians. 

The only person injured, so far 2s 
van be learned, is Mary J. Quinn, 47 
years old, who was burned about the 
face and hands and severely bruised by 
leaping from the second floor fire 
cape to the ground. 

In several apartments in the tene 
ment Halloween parties were jin 
progress and the guests at these added 
greatly to the number of persons in the 
house and made the crush and jam to 
escape more than it ordinarily would 
have been. Although plentifully pro- 
vided. with fire escapes, front and rear, 
escape here was cut off a few winutes 
after the fire started hy the bodies of 
the dead becoming wedged in the open- 
ings leading to the ladders. ‘The fire 
had been burning for some minutes be- 
fore it was discovered. It had started 
in the basement and rushing upward, 
had attacked the stairway leading to 
the apartments. Ina short space of 
time the flames had fo enveloped the 
stairways that egress from the building 
by it was impossible. The house from 
the third to the fifth floor was entirely 
destroyed. 

At the windows, front and reur, 
hodies of men and wonren were jammed, 
showing that a desperate struggle to get 
free had cesulted in the complete chok- 
ing of thes» exits to the fire escapes and 
had been the cause of a number of the 
inmates being suffocated. Perhaps the 
tragie sight was that which the 
firemen saw on a hed alongside a win- 
at the rear of the fourtii floor, 
where were the bodies of five men.

One fireman 
climbed up a ladder to the second floor 
and then mounted to the window sill on 
the fourth to where a window wis 
filled with a mass of people, jammed in 
and fighting to get out. He struck the 
heads of al! the men he could see with 
his fist and they fell back. He then 
handed down to the firemen on ladders 
below three women and a baby. An- 
other fireman performed « similar feat 
and rescued two girls from the fourth 
floor. 

Life nets played a principal part in 
the work of tescue. The firemen 
dropped men and women, dead and 
alive, from one floor to another and 
finally the men standihg on sealing Jud- 
lers on the first floor Jet them fall into 
the nets held by policemen and firemen 
in the street.

The Foam on Soda Water. 

Foam is a natural product, being 
caused by the escape of air or gas from 

viscid liquid. In the case of soda 
it is the escape of the carbonic 
acid gas from the sweetened beverage 
that causes the attractive sparkling 
appearance, but the sweetened water 
alone would give rise to but a small 
quantity of foam, as the gas would 
too easily escape. In order to prevent 
this some mucilaginous substance is 
usually added to the sirup, which ren- 
ders the mass more viscous, SO prevent- 
ing the gas from escaping and produc-

Academician of London, thinks the 
present form of automobile hideously 
inartistic and the average type of car

Sir William intends designing a model 
ear that shall be simple and artistic, 
He said in an inter- 
view: 

“The construction of the present au- 
tomobile gives no appearance of voli- 
tion, as it should, while at rest the car 
gives no suggestion of speed. It looks 
like a permanently stationary object. 
A bird’s beak or a horse’s head and 
shoulders suggest cleaving. the air. 
They give a forward suggestion. 
Therefore my car will have a prow, it 
will be broadened in the beam and 
narrowed in the stern. The driver will 
sit in the stern, like a steersman. He 
will sit there in order to give him com- 
mand of the road, and a heightening 
rear will contribute artistic lines to 
my car.” 

The artist intends to model his ideal 
car in wax and intends that it shall 
answer all demands of expediency and 
usefulness. His plan is characterized 
by simplicity of line and design. There 
is to be no ornamentation, and where 
the unsightly gear cannot be simpli- 
fied it will be hidden. This beauty of 
design, Sir William asserts, will not 
add a cent to the cost. He brings to 
his task of designing an ideal car the 
mind of the mechanician, skilled 
craftsman and artist combined. Man- 
ufacturers are interestedly awaiting 
the result of Sir William Richmond's 
task. 


A SURPRISE FOR BRITONS. 


President’s Son In Public School As- 
tonished Mosely Commission. 

A discovery which has interested the 
members of the Mosely English educa- 
tional commission more, perhaps, than 
any other made since its visit to 
Washington was the presence of the 
son of President Roosevelt as a stu- 
dent in one of the public schools of 
Washington, says the New York Her- 
ald. Until they made this discovery 
members of the commission seemed 
to be unable to grasp the thorough de- 
mocracy of the American public school 
system. When told that the presi- 
dent’s son was a student in a public 
school, the visiting educators asked Su- 
perintendent Stuart how he was able 
under the American plan to keep that 
particular school select, so as to 
regulate the character of the pupils 
who would be brought into contact 
with the president's son. When assur- 
ed there was no effort to make the 
school select, but that the boy of a 
blacksmith or of a little grocer was 
there on terms of perfect equality with 
the Roosevelt boy, they wondered 
greatly and at once arranged that that 
particular school should be one of the 
places they would visit. 

The visitors did visit this school, 


found everything just as had been de- | 


scribed to them and left, as one of 
them explained, with “a better idea of 
the meaning of the American democ- 
racy.” 


A NOVEL CURE. 


Farmer's Speech Said to Have Been 
Restored by Chewing Tobacco. 
F. M. Wolf, living near Ridgeville, 

Ind.. who has been dumb for more 

than two years, is now able to carry on 

a conversation as a result of chewing 

tobacco for several hours, says an In- 

dianapolis dispatch.

Organizer of Clubs Says They Don't 
Educate Her Sex. 

The education of woman by the club 
method to prepare her to assume a 
higher and more responsible place in 
the world’s affairs bas been declared 
by one of the most prominent club 
women in Colorado to be a flat failure. 
Mrs. Sophia Lovejoy Dickinson, who 
has probably done as much as any one 
woman inorganizing clubs, in an inter- 
view at Denver said: 

“Such women as Susan B. Anthony 
and Elizabeth Cady Stanton little 
dreamed of the extent of the club 
movement which would follow their 
work. Their suggestion was not a new 
sphere for women, but a broader out- 
look, a better education, till she was 
competent to take her share of the 
world’s work. They would see woman 
develop in all life’s relations—the self, 
home, social and civic relation. 

“As a class women are conserva- 
tives. They closely follow race in- 
heritance. What they feel is expected 
of them they do. The world expects 
them to be honest, therefore they do 
not steal large amounts nor forge sig- 
natures. The world expects them to 
be virtuous, and some are. Whether 
they are equally moral may well be 
questioned. Their idea of truth is of- 
ten very feminine, and their growing 
tendency to kleptomania is alarming. 
The world has not demanded much be- 
yond the self and home relation, and 
only a narrow view of these. 

“The average woman’s club is too 
indefinite, too anxious to please men, 
too busy, bustling, too self centered to 
allow the members to help on the real 
and important work of the world. 
Women are self deceived; they think 
they are in earnest, but rarely are; | 
they are interested in their relation to | 
things, but not in the thing itself.

New Jersey will clect 
members of a legislature that will 
choose a United States senator to suc- 
ceed Senator John Kean. 

In the west the most interesting fight 
is in Ohio, where Myron T. Herrich and 
‘Tom L. Johnson are the rival candidates 
for governor, and where Marcus A. 
Hanna and John H. Clark are strug- 
gling for members of the legislature 
who will alect a United States senator. 
In lowa Governor Cumuuins, the father 
of the “Iowa idea,” is making his sec- 
ond race for governor, his opponent be- 
ing Jeremiah Sullivan as the candidate 
of the Democrats. The Populists also 
have a ticket in the field. Governor 
Beckham is seeking re-eleetion in Ken- 
tucky. His Republican opponent is 
Morris B. Belknap. The Democratic 
ticket jin Mississippi has no opposition. 
The contest in Nebraska is for a justice 
of the supreme court and regents of the 
state university. In Colorado the Demo- 
crats made a straight-out nomination 
for justice of the supreme court, the 
Populists putting up one of their own 
party. ;

HAS YANKEE SYMPATHY 


But China Must Not Expect 
Us to Oppose Russin Plans 


WE CAN INTERFERE LATER 


When Ratification of Commercial 
Treaty Will Place Us In Position te 
Insist on Strict Regards For Our 
Treaty Rights Throughout China 


Washington, Nov. 3.—Imnediately 
after a visit to the state department, 
Sir Liang cabled to Pekin the answer 
of Secretary Hay to China’s appeal for 
assistance in checking Russia in Man- 
churia. 

The Pekin authorities are aware by 


this time that until the ratification of 
the American-Chinese treaty, which 
was signed on Oct. §, pledging to the 
world the opening of Mukden and An- 
tung, it will be impossible for this gov- 
ernment, in view of its traditional 
policy of steering clear of foreign alli- 
ances, to protest against Russia’s con- 
tinued occupatien of Manchuria. 

It has been pointed out to China that, 
although the sympathy of the United 
States is hers, the time for Americam 
interference has not yet come. It is ex- 
pected that the commercial treaty, 
which should arrive at Washington this 
week, will be ratified at the extra ses- 
gion of congtess, when the United States 
will be in a position to insist on x 
strict regard for her treaty rights 
throughout China. The Pekin govern- 
ment has been told that infringement by 
Russia of American treaty rights in 
Manchuria will furnish the Washingtom 
government the opportunity for at 
least reiteration of its desire for the 
preservation of the integrity of China. 

Japan, it is learned, has instituted a 
vigorous investigation regarding the ex- 
tent and character of Russia's reoccu- 
pation of Mukden. Mr. Takahira, the 
Japanese minister, when asked whether 
Russia and Japan contemplated an un- 
derstanding by which the one would 
obtain a free hand in Manchuria and tke 
other important concessions in Corea, 
replied by calling attention to a recent 
official announcement from Tokio that 
the negotiations at the Japanese cap- 
ital between Russia and Japanese of- 
ficials were, so faras Japan is con- 
cerned, strictly in accord with the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance. 

Mr. Takabira bas not been advised of 
any appeal from Russia to Japan and 
says that his conference with Secretary 
Hay yesterday concerned another 
matter. 


Reports From the Far East 

London, Noy. 3.—In a dispatch from 
Che Foo the correspondent of The 
Morning Post says the appointment of 
M. Belivinneff, a Belgian, to be adviser 
of the department of the interior points 
to Russian ascendancy in Corea. The 
Russians in Manchuria oppose the open- 
ing of Mukden. 

The Novikrai (newspaper), the corre- 
spondent continues, declares that the 
treaty between China and the United 
States should not be ratified because it 
would ruin Russian railway traffic in 
Manchuria. 

The Tien Tsin correspondent of The 
Standard says it is reported that the 
Russians recently purchased Sv00 acres 
of land around Mukden and are build- 
ing extensive barracks. 

The Tokio correspondent of ‘The 
Daily Mail reports a serious affray at 
Chemulpo, Corea, between Russian 
bluejackets belonging to the gunboat 
Bohr and Japanese bluejackets from 
the cruiser Chiyoda and a number of 
Japanese residents of Chemulpo. Ten 
Japanese and several Russians were in- 
jured. 

YVhe St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Daily Mail says the Russian gov- 
ernment has decided to expel all of the 
Japanese living long the route of the 
Manchurian railroad, having  dis- 
covered that many of them were spies, 


Suicide Added to Murder 

Centreville, Mich., Nov. 3.—Brought 
to bay in a swamp by bloodhounds and 
a posse of citizens and officers, Floyd 
Lamb, who killed his wife and wounded 
his mother-in-law at the latter s home, 
surrendered and immediately shot him- 
self dead, shouting to his captors that he 
preferred death to prison. Threats of 
lynching had been made. 


Russian Influence Rejected 

Sofia, Nov. 3.—The triumph of the 
government in the elections is now com- 
plete. M. Zankoff has failed to securgq 
re-elections and bis party bas been ut- 
terly routed. ‘This indicafes that the 
country does not desire Ryssian influ- 
ence and condemns the anti-dyuastic 
tactics of the opposition. 


Dowie Endorsement For Roosevelt 

Washington, Nov. 3.—-VPresident 
Roosevelt received the endorsement of 
J. A. Dowie of Zion City, Llls., in an in- 
terview granted to members of Dowie’s 
business cabinet who are on their way 
from New York to Zion City. The 
president expressed his appreciation. 


Savings Bank For Negroes 
tichmond, Nov. 3.—A savings bank 
for colored people, with x colored 
woman for its president, has begun 
usiness here. It is under the auspices 
of the colored order of St. Luke. The 
first day’s deposits amounted to $75,000.

The peanut venders and fruit stands 
caught their eyes at once, and very 
soon every one of the boys carried a 
bag filled with something to eat, while 
he took a good view of the business 
district of the city. The totem pole in 
Pioneer place made them feel right at 
home, and they paid their respects by 
gathering around that monument from 
an Indian graveyard and pointing out 
to each other the different animals and 
tribes represented.

Separately cast test 
bars are always stronger than those 
cast on the castings itself, and of the 
latter the one nearest the heaviest part 
of the casting is always the weakest.

VIEWS ON EUTHANASIA | 
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New York Pastor Advocates 
Easy Death For Incurables. 


A MUNICIPAL PLAN mice 


The Rev. Merle St. C. Wright Would 
Divide City Into Districts and Have | 
Scientists and Clergymen Pass Up- | 
on “Requests” to Die—Noted Physi- 
cians Decry Dr. Wright’s Idea, 


The address which attracted more at: | 
tention than any other delivered at the | 
recent annual banquet of the New York 
State Medical associat‘on held at the 
Hotel Manhattan in New York was 
made by a glergyman®the Rev. Dr. | 
Merle St. C. Wright of the Lenox Ave- | 
nue Unitarian church in New York. 
He placed himself on record as favor- 
ing euthanasia, which in medical par- 
lance is the putting of incurables to | 
death. The*suggestion. which caused 
much surprise because of its source, 
was received none the less with hearty 
applause, says the New York Times. 

Mr. Wright had previously suggested | 
that doctors ought really to teach their | 
patients more than they do and that 
they might look upon their profession 
a little more from the ethical stand- 
point perhaps. But when he touched 
on the subject of euthanasia he admit 
ted frankly that it was simply a dream. | 
As a dream, however, he had no hesi- 
tancy in advocating the doctrine. He 
recalled an instance in whicb a man’s 
life had been saved after a disaster at 
Spuyten Duyvil, and he said: 

“They did save his life, though for 
what practical purpose I cannot tell, | 
unless possibly for a damage suit. I} 
appreciate the practical difficulties in 
the way of the application of the doc- 
trine, but it seems to me that it is not 
beyond the bounds of possibility. .Of 
course it would be necessary to have 
the advice and approval of men of the 
highest scientific attainment. The city 
might be divided into districts, and ev- 
ery application should be considered 
most carefully, not merely by physi- 
cians, but by some eminent clerygman 
selected for the purpose. And, ot 
course, there should be the consent of 
relatives and the consent, even the re- 
quest, of the patient himself. But 
where all these conditions are fulfilled 
and where the prolongation of life is 
simply the prolongation of hopeless 
agony it seems to me that it would be 
proper that such a patient should quiet 
ly, decently, modestly, be allowed to 
end the sufferings. It seems to me that 
such a course would be a step forward 
in civilization and a step further away 
from barbarism.” 

One of the speakers after Mr. Wright 
was John S. Wise, a former congress, 
man of Virginia, who said in part: 

“I cannot agree with some of the ad 
vice which some of your profession 
has received tonight. For either a law. 
yer or a doctor to give too much in 
formation to his clients or patients | 
would be to give away the snap to the | 
men who pay him. That would be de 
stroying the goose that lays the golden 
egg with a vengeance. Still less do } | 
favor the advice that when patients | 
become practically useless to kill ’em | 
I know of a country where that custom | 
is practiced, and if the gentleman ie 
really serious in his advocacy of it a] 
will use all my influence to secure hin 
the mission. | 

“I have heard of a gentleman who 
spent one summer up in the arctic re- | 
gions and got very well acquainted 
with a family of natives, which in-} 
cluded the father of the household. | 
When he went there the next summer | 
he missed the old gentleman and was 
informed in a matter of fact way that 
the head of the family had killed his 
father. ‘Yes,’ he said, ‘he got so old

| he couldn’t work, and so I shot him.’ 


“Now, if any one likes that sort of 
Way I guess that’s just the way that 
will suit him. But for some of: us here | 
I'm afraid the question would arise, | 
Aren’t we getting along pretty close to, 
papa’s age?” | 

Here are the views of several New 
York physicians on the Rev. Merle St. 
C. Wright's theory: 

Dr. George F. Shrady said that mod-! 
ern science tended to an exactly op- 
posite course. 

“We are giving to the weak the latest | 
developments of practice and_ re-| 
search,” said Dr. Shrady. “Persons | 
ence considered incurable are now 
amenable to successful treatment. It 
is absurd to discuss the dream of the | 
clergyman with seriousness. Rather 
than a step farther away from the bar- 
barians, as he says, it is retrogressive | 
toward the practice of elimination 
which yet holds in some savage tribes. | 
It is to the glory of the medical pro- | 
fession that a case is not considered | 
without hope until the last vital spark 
is extinguished.” 

Dr. E. C. Spitzka believed that it 
would open the door to a criminal con- 
dition. There would be opportunity to 
do away with diseased persons for ul- 
terior motives. 

“Who shall say that a person should 
be disposed of?’ he asked. 

Dr. Gill Wylie said that no doctor is 
so infallible that he will say a disease 
is incurable. F 

“Nature, by kind provision, dulls the 


| extreme sensibilities of many so called 


suffering patients. Their relatives and 
friends suffer more than they do,” wag 
the way he put it. 

Dr. Andrew H. Smith recalled a case 
where a laborer, caught in a cleft in a 
ledge by the rock dislodged by a biast, 
was badly crushed. There was no way 
to rescue him except by other blasts, 
and he was relieved of his injuries, 
which were of themselves fatal, by 
death administered as painlessly ad 
possible. 

“Such a remarkable condition as that 
would be the only excuse,” he remark: 
ed.

President Roosevelt at 9 o'clock sent for 
Secretary Hay, Acting Secretary of the 
Navy Darling, Assistant Secretary of 
State Loomis and Rear Admira] Tay- 
lor, chief of the bureau of navigation, 
to come to the White House, where, 
after a conference lasting nearly two 
hours, orders were dispatched to the 
Dixie and tie Atlanta, on the Atlantic 
side, and to the Boston, on the Pacifie 
coast, to proceed with all possible speed 
to the isthmian waters to aid the Nash- 
ville in protecting American interests 
and maixntuining a free transit across the 
isthmus in accordance with the treaty 
of 1546. 
Orders were also sent to Renr <Ad- |} 
miral Glass, commanding the Pacific 
squadron, corsisting of the. Cenegy7, 
Marbleber@? uid Wyoming, at Aca- 
pulco, to coa! immediately and hold it- 
self in readiness to proceed on a mo- 
rent’s notice? to Punama. When the 
Baltimore reaches San Dominyo orders 
will be cabled her to go to the isthnius | 
if the situation demands her presence. 

Afier the conference the statement 
was authorized that the sole purpose of 
the dispatch of the vessels was the pro- 
teetion of American interests and the 
maintenance of open transit on the 
isthmus. The most explicit instruc- 
tions are baing cabled to the American 
consuls at Panama and Colon and to 
the commander of the Dixie, who will 
be in charge of the yessels on the At- 
lantie side, to direct all their movye- 
ments with this end in view. 

The further statement was authorized 
that the state department regards the 
situation a3 serious, but that the arrival 
of the Nashville yesterday and the im- 
mediate dispatch of the other vessels 
insures the protection of American in- 


The rejection of the Panama canal 
treaty is generally supposed to be the 
moving cause of the revolution, but no 
Official information on this subject was 
obtainable. 

Dr. Herran, the Colombian charge, 
attributes the uprising to the intense de- 
sire on the part of the people of the 
isthmus for the construction of the 
canal and on this account feels that 


attempted revolutions heretofore. 

Dr. Herran was much interested but 
not surprised at the report of the revo- 
Intion, as he has been aware for some 
time of the desperate fecling of the peo- 
ple on the isthmus and had gone so far 
as to warn his government taut some 
such occurrence was likely to take place. 
Dr. Herran expects to get information 
from his government soon, as in bis 
judgment the revolution will not inter- 
rupt cable communication with Bo- 
gota. According to his estimate there 
is less than 1000 government troops in 
the state of Panama at the present time. 
But, according to bis latest informa- 
tion, there xre three Colombian goyern- 
ment warships cn the Pacific side of 
the isthmus and three or four on the At- 
lantic side. The government has 50,- 
000 troops under arms in the interior | 
and on the western coast, and those can 
be moved by transports to Panama or | 
vicinity, but could not be sent over- |

for every clock at the regular weather 
bureau stations all over the land is set 
to the seventy-fifth meridian, or east- 
‘ern standard time, which is exactly 
five hours behind Greenwich time. 

Only this standard of time is used 
in the text of the Monthly Weather 
Review, and all weather bureau ob- 
servers are required to record observa- 
tions by it. The reason for this is that 
the best scientific deductions from the 
weather reports must be based upon 
the conditions of the atmosphere exist- 
ing simultaneously 
of the country. 

It would be very ludicrous if all the 
hundreds of reports sent daily had to 
be changed at the central office in 
Washington from local to eastern time, 
and so all the regular observers are re- 
quired to use the New York, or eastern 
time, in making their reports. 

There are many volunteer observers 
and newspaper correspondents who in 
reporting weather phenomena use oth- 
er standards of time. If the weather 
bureau has occasion to use their re- 
ports the time is often corrected to 
agree with the eastern standard or the 
local standard is mentioned.—Detroit 
Free Press.

His Novel Journey, Will Spend the 
Winter Tramping the Southern 
States—Over 3,000 Miles Covered. 


“Sailor Jean,” who is visiting all the

He had} 
at that time completed bis three thou- 
sand eight hundred and fifty-second 
mile and had@ worn out bis eighth pair 
of shoes. “Sailor Jean's” real name is 
Jean A. Krohn. He was feeling first 
rate and hopeful. le had only 18,-} 
200 miles ahead of him. He has the 
postmaster of every town through 
which he passes register his name with 
the office cancellation stamp. At state) 
capitals the secretary of states issues | 
him a certificate of his presence, at- 
tested by seal. “Sailor Jean” trun- 
dles a small barrow which bas a cask 
and a flag on it and which he calls his 
“trolleyette.” He left Boston April 1 
without a penny. The revenue comes 
from little aluminium card trays he 
sells at 10 cents each. Jean’s wife 
and baby travel ahead on the railroad. 
They wait at a designated point, which 
he reaches Sunday, and he spends the 
day with them. Jean is now averag- 
ing $40 a week selling his souvenirs. 
“Sailor Jean’s” statistical report up 
to Oct. 22 was as follows: Bitten by 
snakes, once; bitten by dogs, eleven 
timés; killed ten of the biters; “held 
up” by highwaymen, once; loss, a gold 
watch and $1.80 in cash; attempted

There is a wide 
difference in the characteristics of the 
Americans in different sections, just as 
the climate differs.”

Republican caucuses for the nomina- 
tion of candidates for Mayor, Council- 
men at large, School Committee at 
large and from Wards Four and Five, 
Councilmen from the different wards, 
and to elect Ward Committees were held 
in all wards of the city last evening.

For School Committee-at large there 
was no contest and Dr. Hallowell the 
present incumbent had a walkover.

A DENIAL OF CRIME 


Stearns Says Charges Are Brought 
Against Him Because of His Money 

Salem, Mass, Noy. 5.—“I am being 
persecuted because ef my money. 
Crime has been wrongly connected with 
my nameand those responsible for this 
will have reason to regret their action 
before the affair is settled. I have en- 
gaged counsel and will fight the mat- 
ter to the bitter end.” 

With these words Richard 8. Stearns, 
the wealthy Boston lawyer, who wus in- 
dicted by the grand jury at Laconia, N. 
H., for the remeval of bodics from a 
cemetery, denied the serious accusation. 

Stearns’ palatial summer estate on 
the shores of Lake Winuipesaukee 
marks the site of the alleged offense, and 
he attributes the case to the loss which 
a firm sustained for work performed oa 
the place. He said: 

“T am amazed at the extent to which 
this affair has been carried, but now the 
issue will be decided once for all. In 
no way am I to blame for the removal 
of any bones or portions of bodies, All 
that was done by the contracting firm, 
and there the responsibility should te 
placed.” 

Stearns is prominent in social and pro- 
fessional circles, and because of un- 
limited means does not practice kis pro- 
fession. He formerly -resided in 
Jamaica Plain, but for some tin.e has 
been living with his wife in the spacious 
mansion of his father, William S. 
Stearns,

NOT A SHOT WAS FiRED| 


When Independence of Isth- 
mus of Panama 


NEW FLAG IS IN EVIDENCE: 


Movement Due to Rejection of Canal | 
Treaty by Colombia—De Facto Gov- 
ernment Makes Prompt Request to 
United States For Recognition 


Colon, Nov. 5.—Without the firing of 
a shot and amid scenes of great enthu- 
siasm the independeuce of the isthmus 
and the department of Mnnama has been 
declared. The city of Panama is now in 
the hands of the revolationists aud no 
serious attempt has been made to re- 
capture it, The Colombian gunboat Bo- 
gota arrived in the harbor after the 
declaration of independence and threw 
a few shells into tbe city without do- 
ing damage to life or property there. 
In Colo1 perfect order prevails and 
trains across the isthinus are running 
as usual without interruption. In 
Paraina the red, white and bine flag 
of the new republic floats over the gov- 
ernment buildings. 

The movement for independenee has 
been in progress since the rejection by 
the congress at Bogota of the Hay-Her- 
ran canal treaty, but its sudden ripen- 
ing was due to the news of the unex-

pected arrival at Colon of the Colombian 
gunboat Cartagena with Generals To- 
var and Amaya and a number of troops. 
The movement has been promoted by 
prominent and wealthy isthmians, aud 
Governor Obaldia of the department of 
Panama, who arrived ut Panama at 
3:50 p. m. Tuesday, upon computing the 
nun:ber of troops and citizens in favor 
of independenes, found that they num- 
bered at least 1500. ‘Lhe advocates of 
independence both at Fanama and Colon 
are now jubilant. 

The timely presence of the United 
States gunboat Nashville ut Colon is 
believed to have resulted in the avoid- 
ance of serious trouble. 

Colonel Torres, commanding the 
troops at Colon, has sent a represeuta- 
tive to confer with General Tovar, who 
was imprisoned in the name of the re- 
public of Paname, whose uncondi- 
tional release is demanded. 


It is believed that peaceful results will 
follow from a proposal niade to Colonel 
Torres that the American trocps would 
return aboard the Nashville if he 
guaranteed to maintainorder. This pro- 
posal was accepted by Colonel Torres 
and the bhiejackets returned to the 
Nashville at 7:30 last night. The Brit- 
ish consul has suggested that if re- 
qnested a contingent of troops will be 
sent to Colon from the British cr-iser 
Amphion, now at Panama. It is be- 
lieved that the Nashville will be hardly 
sufficient for all emergencies. 

During ihe excitement yesterday 
afternoon the bluejackets from the 
Nashville quickly placed bales of cot- 
ton on the tops of freight cars, forming 
excellent barricades, Many of the citi- 
zens were armed with rifles and re- 
volvers. Several Americans and other 
foreigners took refuge on board the 
German steamer Markinannia. 

The opinion of everybody here is that 
the isthmian canal is now assured. 

The act of independence hay just been 
signed at Panama. 


A Request For Recognition 

Washington, Nov.5.—The state de- 
partnent has received a prompt request 
from the representatives of the revolu- 
tionary government at I’anam: that 
the United States recognize the new 
state of Panama, bct pending official 
advices from our consular oflicers at 
Panama that a new government has 
been established and is a de facto gov- 
ernment, the state departinent has de- 
clined to commit itself. However, at- 
tention is called to the fact that it is 
the invariable policy of the United 
States to deal with the de facto govern- 
ment in any cuuntry. This statement 
is taken as favorable to recognition 
should the new Panama government 
have an active exiatence. 

News was received of the shelling of 
Panama by the Colombian guuboat Bo- 
gota, and instructions were cabled at 
once to our vice consul there to protest 
against the bombardment, while the 
commander of the cruiser Boston was 
directed to prevent the Bogota resum- 
ing firing. It early became apparent 
that this government intended to take 
active steps to protect life and property 
on the isthmus, and to take an advanced 
position. Instructiors wer2 cabled 
commanders of warships on their way 
to the isthmus or already there to resort

EXPLOSION OF SHELLS 


Kills Six Men and Does Much Dam- 
age at Naval Arsenal 

Iona Island, N. Y., Nov. 5.—Six nen 
Were killed and 10 slightly injured by 
an explosion at the United States naval 
arsenal at this place of one of the largest 
magazines in the United States. The 
explosion occurred while meu wers 
drawing tne explosive charges from a 
consignment of old shells recently sent 
here from the battleship Massacbu- 
setts and destroyed completely three 
massive shell houges, hurling a rala of 
fragments of projectiles of all sizes up 
to 13-inch shells in every direction. 

The force of the explosion, or series 
of explosions, broke windows at 
Peekskill, three miles distant on the op- 
posite side of the Hudson, und the de- 
tonation was heard for many milles. 
Adjaceat buildings, including two store- 
houses for fixed ammunition, were rid- 
dled with the fragments and the quar- 
ters of the 11) marines composing the 
garrison were completely Gemolished. 

The dead were all workmen employed 
by the naval ordnance department. The 
bodies were frightfuliy mangled, frag- 
ments being hurled in every direction 
for hundreds of feet, 


Quakes Over Large Territory 

Memphis, Noy. 5.—Two distinct earth- 
quake shocks were felt here. No dam- 
age resulted in Memphis or vicinity, but 
occupants of the principal office puild- 
ings made hasty exits to the streets. 
Many buildings swayed and in the 
Business Men’s club the chandeliers 
were broken. The vibrations were felt 
as far south as Grenada, Miss.

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EARVIN'S CLOSE CALL 


Wonld Have Been Defeated 
Under Old Election Rule 


BIG LOSSES BY SOCIALISTS 


Meant Gains For Both Leading Par- 
ties In Massachusetts— Republican 
Piurality In Ohio of 115,000—Mary- 


land Will Have Democratic Senator 


Providence, Nov. 5.—As a result of 
tbe annual elections held throughout 
Rhode Isiund, Governor Garvin will 
continue as chief executive of the state 
for another year, but ovly after the 
stiffest sort of a struggle with Samuel 
P. Colt as his Republican sppouent. 
The latter made material gains through- 
out the country districts, but not in suf- 
ficient number to offset the heavy 
Democratic vote in the larger cities, 
which came as a surprise to the Repub- 
lican campaign leaders who bad conti- 
dently claimed them. As it was, how- 
ever, Governor Garvin did not obtain a 
majority over all, and under the old rule 
would have lost the election, as the gen- 
eral assembly upon whom tle vote 
would fal) is strongly Republican. 
With the exception of the heed of the 
ticket all the Republican nominees for 
state offices were elected by margins 
rancing from: 805 to 6467. 

Garvin's plurality over Colt was but 
1587 in a total vote for governer of €2,- 
687, the largest in the history of the 
state. Republicans are disgruntled be- 
cause Garvin is elected, and Democrats 
are dissatisficd because the Heutenant 
governor is beaten and the Republicans 
made gainsin the Irgislature. The 
house of represent:tives stands 8) Re- 
publicans to 33 Domocrats and the sen- 
ate is as overwhelmingly one way as it 
was last year. 


Big Cut In Soctalist Vote 

Boston, Nov. 5.—Interest in the vote

Herrick Has 115,000 Plurality 

Columbus, O., Noy. 5.—The Republi- 
ean plurality in Obio is about 1/=,000 
for governor and the majority in the 
legislature on joint baliot for senator is 
93. Yhe plurality on the rest of the 
Republican state ticket will likely be 
from 4000 to 5000 less than that for 
Herrick. The total vote for Jolnson 
was less than that fer any Democratic 
candidate for governor for years. The 
senate stands 29 Republicans and four 
Democrats. The house stands 89 Re- 
publicans and 21 Democrats. The ma- 
jority on joint ballot for the re-election 
of Senator Hanna wili be 93. 


PD. mocrats Carry Maryland 

Baltimore, Nov. 5—In the city of 
Baltimore the entire Demoerntic state 
ticket, headed by Edwin Warfield for 
governor, was elected by about 5900 
plurality. The returns from all of the 
counties of the state have not been re- 
ceived, but enough reports are in hand 
to assure an overwhalming Democratic 
majority on joint ballot in the general 
assembly, which will elect a successor 
to United States Senator McComas. 


Late Figures From lowa 

Des Moines, Noy. 5.—UnotEcia! estl- 
mates place Governor Cummilus’ plural- 
ity over Sullivan (Iem.) at 55,000. 
Cummins is somewhat ahead of the re- 
mainder of the Republican state ticket.

Wasbington, Nov. 5.—The commis-

Brennan, who is at Newcastle, Wyo: 


“Report of Indian trouble here ex- 
aggerated. In my opinion a nistake 
Was made in precipitating the fight.

8s recommended by Mr. Brennan. 


What London Press Thinks of It 

London, Noy. 5.—The morning papers 
here display a great interest in the out- 
come of the revolution in the Isthmus 
of Panama. ‘The view isexpressed on 
all sides that the United States is not 
unwilling to see the success of the revo- 
lution which would so greatly tacilitate 
the successful carrying out of the canal 
scheme and, while no paper expresses 
objection to such a solution, some are 
inclined to think it would be best in 
the interest of civilization. In this case, 
however, it is recognzed that, if not 
actually absorbed, Panama would be- 
come practically an American sphere of 
influence. 


Flagman Blamed 

Trenton, Nov. 5.—The coroner's jury 
which investigated the aceident at 
Washington’s crossing, on the Penn- 
sylvania railroad on Oct. 17. which re- 
sulted in the death of 17 men and the 
injury of 40 more, blames Jacob Sauws, 
flagman of the work train that was 
crashed into, for not having gone back 
a sufficient distance to properly warn 
the second train. Conductor Conover 
and Conductor Dix zre both censured 
for not having warred Engineer Recd 
of the second train that the first train 
would stop where the collision occurred. 


Japs’ Indignation Aroused 

Tokio, Japan, Nov. 5.—Reports from 
Pekin say Russia now threatens to as- 
sume sola charge of the government of 
Manchuria unless China promptly dis- 
misses Yuen, the tuoti of Mukden, and 
decapitates another mandarin who re- 
eently punished disorderly Chinese 
bandits in Russian employ. This, to- 
gether witi the confirmation of the re- 
ports of the reoccupation of Mukden by 
the Russians and the seizure of Gov- 
ernor Tsang causes intense indignation 
here as not conforming witn Russia’s 
pacifie declarations. 


Railway Postal Figures 

Washington, ‘Nov. 5.—The annual re- 
port of Second Assistant Postwaster 
General Shallenberger shows that the 
annual rate of expenditure for all 
classes of mail transportatidn service 
in this country is $63,394,542, and that 
the rate of cost per mile travelled is 
$12.89. Railway postal clerks handled 
during the year 15,999,802,630 pieces of 
mail matter, exclusive of registered mat- 
ter, and 1,387,664 errors were reported 
in their distribution, a ratio of one 
error to 11,530 correct distributions. 


Porto Ricans’ Skirts Are Clear 

San Juan, P. R., Nov. 5.—Governor 
Hunt has been notified by 'ederal Mar- 
shal Wilson and District Attorney Pet- 
tengill, who investigated the charge 
that a San Domingan revolution was be- 
ing hatched in Porto Rico, that they 
found no arms and see no cause for in- 
terference. Advices received here indi- 
eate that Hayti is assisting the San 
Dowmingan rebels. Governor Hunt has 
notified Secretary of State Hay of the 
situation. 


Bank Was Too Accomodating 

Washington, Novy. 5.—The Virst Na- 
tional bank of Victor, Col., bas been 
closed by direction of the acting comp- 
troller of the currency, the eraminer re- 
porting the bank to be insolvent. The 
bank was organized in September, 
1900. The failure is due to losses sus- 
tained by reason of excessive accom- 
modations extended to mining interests 
with which the officers of the bank 
were connected, 


Combes’ Contention Upheld 

Paris, Nov. 5.—Premier Combes has 
gained a decided victory in the chamber 
of deputies, his policy in connection 
with the congregations being sustained 
by a large majority. An amendment 
was proposed for the suppression of 
the clerical estimates in the budget. 
Combes urgently requested the chamber 
to reject the amendment and it wis re- 
jected, 312 to 205. 


Eighteen Millions of Pupils 

Washington, Noy. 5.--The report of 
the commissioner of education for the 
last fiscal year places the total number 
of pupils enrolled in the common schools 
during the year at 15,925,887, or over 20 
percent of the entire population. The 
grand enrollment for the year, including 
all classes of public and private schools, 
is 18,080,840. 


High Office Abolished 

New York, Nov. 5.—The rcsignation 
of Veryl Preston, third vice president 
of the United States Steel corporation, 
is announced. He has been connected 
with the steel corporation since its or- 
ganization and had supervisior. of the 
distribution of its products.

with Old Colony Company. 


Wednesday the Railroad Commission 
gave a,hearing on the petitions of the 
Blue Hill street railway company for 
leave to enjoy joint use of tracks with 
the Old Colony street railway company, 
and fer leave to issue $250,000 in first 
mortgage bonds. Irwin McDowell Gar- 
field (son of the late President Garfield) 
and A. M. Saltonstall appeared for the 
first petition. Mr. Saltonstall presented 
the case, after which Mr. Garfield with- 
drew and Mr. Saltonstall went on with 
the second. 

In the first case the Blue Hill company 
desires joint use of tracks in Milton 
and Boston. The location on which 
joint use of tracks is desired is entirely 
in the parkway of the Metropolitan 
district near Mattapan, where Blue Hill 
avenue comes into the parkway, where 
the tracks go over the Neponset river. 
There was no opposition, and the com- 
mission said that the petition would be 
approved. 

Mr. Saltonstall then said, regarding 
the issue of bonds, that the money was 
wanted for the purpose of building 
branches and extension of the plant of 
the company. A vote of the directors 
approving the issue had been passed 
October 21, 1903, by more than a two- 
thirds’ vote.

Action In Case of Minister Who Is 
Considered Eccentric 

Montville, Conn., Nov. 6.—Jumes W.

Boston, Noy. 6.—Once again the local 
Armenian colony is ina state of fcrment 
on account of news which has reached 
Editoe Gulian regarding the iutended 
movements of opponents in Boston and 
vicinity. Information was brought to 
Gulian that meetings of the new Hen- 
chagists, held in Lynn, Worcester and 
Lowell had for their purpose the perfee- 
tion of plans to blot out every member 
of the old order in this country. A man 
present at the Worcester meeting 
stated that the names of Gulian and 
other prominent leaders were especially 
mentioned, and that liberal rewards

Boston, Nov. 6—There, are 70,427 
tramps in the United States and 2832 in 
Massachusetts, Such is the estimate 
which Professor McCook of ‘Irinity 
college made last night before the ses- 
sion of the Massachusetts conference of 
charities. “Tramps” was the subject 
for discussion. Professor McCook esti- 
mated the weekly cost of each tramp to 
the public, excluding the cost of his 
depreslations, at $4.50. Of 1806 whom 
he had met he declared that 10 in every 
100 were diseased, and their wander- 
ings were consequently a menace tothe 
public health, 


Swallowed Sulphuric Acid 

Bridgeport, Conn., Nov. 6.--William 
H. Thompson, a retired sea captain 
who formerly commanded steaniships 
in the Atlantic carrying trade, died here 
from the effect of sulphurie acid, taken 
with suicidal intent. Thompson leayes 
a wife and child who went to England 
after Thompson had been arrested on 
the charge of attempting to shoot his 
wife and had been bimself shot by a 
man who interfered in the quarrel, :mis- 
taking Thompson for a burglar. 


Vandals Damaged Tombstones 
Warren Mass., Nov. 6.—Marcus Bur- 
roughs, cemetery commissioner, has 
raised $106 to be used as a reward for 


the arrest and conviction vf persons 
who recently damaged tombstones in 
the old section of Pine Grove ceme- 
tery. The damage can never be re 


placed as some of the stones were cov- 
ered with moss and the names have en- 
tirely been obliterated by the stornis of 
the last 150 yeors.

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JUNTA IN FULL CONTROL 


Washington Gets Official Ad- 
vices From the Isthmus 


TO EXECUTE OBLIGATIONS 


In Accordance With Broad Inter- 
pretation of Treaty of 1846 -Isth- 
mus to Be Policed and Transit Kept 
Open—Troops Leave Colon 


Washington, Noy. 6.—Th2 president 
has decided to make a statement regard- 
ing the provisional government of the 
republic of Panama, of the estublish- 
ment of which this government has 
been officially informed. In view of the 
latest advices from Colon to the effect 
that the junta has succeeded in gaining 
control of the situation it is currently 
expected that this announcement will 
recognize the newly establtshed govern- 
ment, but it is impossible to secure of- 
ficial information on this poiut. 

The decision to make an announce- 
ment was reached after a conference at 
the White House last night of the 
president, Secretary Hay, Secretary 
Moody, Assistant Secretary Loomis, 
Rear Admiral Walker, retired, and Rear 
Admiral Taylor, chief of the bureau of 
navigation. ‘The conference ended 
shortly after 11 o'clock. 

A cablegram was received from the 
American consul at Colon saying that 
the 400 Colombian treops whici arrived 
there Monday on the Carthagena had 
sailed away. 

It can be stated that this govern- 
ment will conduct affairs with a firm 
hand in the execution of the treaty of 
1846. Orders have been sent to the 
various naval commanders in the Car- 
ribean that the isthmus is to be policed. 
the transit kept open and that 
bloodshed must be prevented at any 
eost. This is further than tle United 
States has ever gone heretofore and, in 
the opinion of officials here, indivates 
that the establishment of the new gov- 
ernment at Panama, if it proves stable 
and orderly, will kave the good wishes 
of the United States and our ultimate 


also 


' recognition and co-cperation in conduct- 


ing an orderly and permanent govern- 
ment dn the isthmus. Advocates of the 
construction of the Panama canal say 
this assures the execution of that pro- 
ject. 

The Prairie will sail from League Isl- 
and next week with 300 marines for 
Guantanamo and in case the situation 
continues serious on the isthmus the 
Prairie will proceed thence to Colon and 
land additional marines. 

The dispatch received from the ex- 
ecutive board of the new government 
announcing the establishmect of the 
provisional government of the republic 
of Panama stated that its action wag 
in response to a popular and spon- 
taneous demand on the part of the 
isthmian people and that the board was 
assured of the necessary niilitary 
strength to carry out its determination. 

It was first intended to seud,a reply 
to the three consuls, but after the con- 
ference last night it was decided that 


! no antiouncement would be made as to 


the character of this reply until today. 
The departure of the troops from Colon 
greatly relieves the seriousuess of the 
situation and the arrival of the Dixie 
last night relieved the general appre- 
hension here regarding the safety of 
American lives and property. 

This government is interested but 
not surprised to note the European ap- 
proval of its policy, as shown in dis- 
patches from London, Berlin 2nd Paris, 
but it is added by a high official that 
the restoration of order on the isthmus 
and its maintenance has been long de- 
sired by the European powers aad that 
the United States is in reality doing 
them and their interests a service. 

Officials of the administration say 
nothing has yet been decided as to our 
policy save that it hes been decided to 
execute the obligations of the Cunited 
States as to affairs on the Isthmus of 
Panama in accordance with a broad in- 
terpretation of the treaty of 1546. 

Dr. Herran, the Colombian charge 
here, says he has not received any news 
from his government regarding the re- 
volt in Panama nor has he had anything 
from the officials on the isthmus. He 
may make a report to his gover: ment of 
the conditions on the isthmus as he} 
learns them here and of the feeling of 
the United States government in the 
matter. 

It is suggested that in the event of 
postponement of recognition of the new 
government the question may be re- 
ferred to congress for action.

Colon, Nov. 6.--At a conference yes- 
terday afternoon Colonel Torres, com- 
mander of the Colombian troops here, 
seeing that the situation was hopeless, 
agreed to embark his soldiers on the 
royal mail steamer Orinoco, which 
sailed for Cartagena at 730 p.m. A 
special train from Panama brought Gen- 
eral Tovar, who also sailed on the 
Orinoco. 

The people of Cclor are now jubilant. 
The flag of the new republic flies from | 
the rajlway stations at Gatun and Bohio} 
Solado, near Colon. Troops from 
Panama wil! doubtless take charge of 
the city today. 

The municipal council of Colon has 
just notified the provisional © gorern- 
ment at Panama of its adherente to the 
new republic. 

Intense excitement prevailed here all 
day. The Yankee bluejackets stood at 
their arms ready to fight at a moment's 
notice. It was expected that the 400 
Colombian troops which had been 
landed here might attack the city at any 
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moment and the bluejackets were ae 
termined to beat taem off. 

The bluejackets have barricades 
erected and realizing the small force he 
had the commander of the Nashville 
dist=ibuted rifles among oU citizens 
whom he called on to reinfurce the blue 
jackets. 

Towards evening, however, the Co- 
lombian commander got scured on sce- 
ing the determined attitude of the Amer- 
icans. He learned, moreover, that 
Panama troops might move against him 
at any moment, and so he decided to 
abandon Colon. 


Sympathy With Revolutionists 

Panama, Noy. 6—Telegraphie ad- 
vices received from the interior prow 
inces say there was great rejoicing thers 
when the news of the declaration of the 
independence of Panama became 
known. The government troops sta 
tioned at Penonome, 65 miles soutliwes, 
of Panama, have joined in the revyolu 
tionary movement and almost every mo 
ment telegrams are received from the 
most important men in the interior an 
nouncing their adhesion to the new re 
public. 

The revolution has been practically 
bloodless, as only two Chinamen were 
killed during the bombardment of the 
city by, the government gunboat Bo- 
gota. The fice of the warship unroofed 
one house, a shell bit the tower of the 
cathedral, and another fell on the house 
of Frederico Boyd, a member of the 
revolutionary junta. 

The foreign consuls promptly sent a 
communication to the commander of the 
Bogota protesting against his action in 
opening fire on the city without giving 
proper notification to do so. 


Germans Think We Started It 

Berlin, Nov. 6.—Regarding Fanama 
it is officially stated here that the only 
desire of Germany is to see peace pre- 
served and to have the United States 
build the inter-cceanic canal, which 
would benefit German commerce. Ger- 
many looks to the United States to pro- 
tect the Germans on the isthmus. ‘Ile 
theory of the cause of the revolution 
which is currently accepted iere is that 
the United States brought it about, with 
the object of building the incer-oceanic 
canal, 


Hazing Testimony All In 

Annapolis, Noy. 6.—The court martial 
ef First Class Midshipmen Lofland, 
Little and Chaffee, who are charged 
with having “hazed” Fourth Classmen 
Lawrence and Humphrey, bas closed. 
The evidence indicates that the accused 
are guilty. A decision is not expected 
until next week. In the meantime the 
alleged culprits are confined aboard the 
prison ship Santee. The first classmen 
are alleged to have compelled the 
younger men to stand upon their heads 
and to underga certain other physical 
contortions. 


Not Worth Bothering About 

Toronto, Nov. 6.—A. B. Aylesworth, 
one of the Canadian commissioners on 
the Alaskan boundary dispute, does not 
think that either Canada or the United 
States will have cause to worry over 
the fact that a stretch of 140 miles of 
Alaskan territory has not been defined 
by the award. Hesays: “Members of 
the commission considered that this 
was of no practical consequence. Jt 
is a snow and ice region, useless unless 
they find a gold mine under it some 
day.” 


Wants $25,000 For a Kiss 

Chicago, Nov. 6.—Twepty-five thou- 
sand dollars for a kiss is the price that 
Mrs. Louise G. Stitt wants from Samuel 
E. Darby, patent attorney. Mrs. Stitt 
is an inventor of corsets and mysterious 
devices to hold woman’s apparel in 
place. She had business with Darby, 
and while conversing alone with him in 
her home, she avers, he seized her and 
kissed her. In consequence sle has 
been estranged from her husband ever 
since. 


Railway Employes Considering Strike 

Chicago, Nov. 6.—Employes of the 
Chicago City Railway company, which 
operates all the electric and cable lines 
en the south side of the city, are vot- 
ing on the advisability of ordering a 
strike.

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NIXON MADE A PROTEST 


Against Questions on Finances 
of Shipbuilding Combine 


CANNOT ANSWER OFF-HAND 


Interrogator Had Benefit of Full In- 
vestigation of Figures—Voted For 
Expenditures Which Were Said to 
Have Wrecked the Concern 


New York, Novy. 6.—The features of 
Thursday's session of the hearing in the 
United States Shipbuilding case were 
the bitter attack made by Lewis Nixon 
upon William D. Guthrie, counsel for 
the defendants and representative of 
the interests of Charles M. Schwab, 
for bis methods of cross-exaimination; 
leading questions by Mr. Untermeyer, 
counsel for the complainants, as to the 
absence of competition between the 
Bethlehem Steel company and the Car- 
negie plant of the United States Steel 
corporation in government coutracts for 
armor plate; and the entire change of 
front of Guthrie, who heretofore had 
aimed to bring out the fact that the 
value of the constituent plants of the 
United States Shipbuilding company 
was not over-estimated. 

Guthrie adopted a line of questioning 
designed to show that the estimates of 
value were made by the promoter, the 
venders and other interested or unex- 
pert appraisers and were practically 
without weight in determining the ex- 
act value of the plants and the asscts 
of the consolidation. 

Nixon was on the stand all day. His 
cross-examination was finished and the 
redirect examination partly completed. 
At the openi.g of the afternoon session 
he presented a personal protest, in 
which he declared that Guthrie, in con- 
sultation with Max Pam, has adopted 
a line of questioning designed to place 
him in a false and discreditable posi- 
tion regarding the sale of his plant to 
the shipbuilding consolidation. The pro- 
test Was angry and bitter in tone and in- 
timated that Guthrie had been unfair 
in asking him to answer from memory 
questions about the finances of his 
company without opportunity to look up 
the details, while Guthrie had had the 
benefit of a full investigation of the 
figures. 

By agreement of counsel the protest 
was stricken from the record, but Nixon 
thereafter during the hearing iusisted 
that if he were to answer questions he 
should be allowed to make the neces- 
sary explanations. 

Beside asking Nixon about the or- 
ganization of the shipbuilding com-

He also brought out that 
Nixon had voted for the resolution for 
the expenditures for betterments. This 
was the means, £0 Recelver Sn:ith 
charges, by which earnings were di- 
verted from dividends to needless im- 
provements. 

Guthrie took up figures frow the 
financial reports of the BethIchein com- 
pery to show its inability to pay 
dividends. Untermeyer, from the same 
reports, attempted to show that the ex- 
penditures for the betterment and new 
material were excessive and that the 
company might well have declared a 
Gividend had it been sodesired. He was 
questioning Nixon about the trip of ex: 
amination made by Bethlehem and Car- 
negie otficials to determine means of 
improving the Bethl=hem plant when 
the hearing closed for the day. 


For Highway Improvements 

Washington, Nov. 6.—W. H. Moore, 
chairman of the Good Roads associa- 
tion, called on the president to zet him 
to take advanced ground in his message 
in favor of this movement.

Eider Down Comforters, 

The trouble that takes away the 
pleasure of possessing eider down com- 
forters is the trouble and expense of 
having them washed. If they are 
cleaned at home they must be ripped 
apart, and after washing the covers 
and giving the down an airing both 
must be remade. If sent away to a 
professional cleaner one might as well 
buy new. It bas been proved, how- 
ever, that these spreads can be wash- 
/ed in a very satisfactory manner at 
home without the extra trouble 
making and remaking. For this work 
a bright warm day is absolutely nec- 
essary. If the colors of the cover are 
doubtful place the article in a solu- 
tion of either ammonia or common salt 


and let it stand for half an hour. This’| 
will generally set any color. Then 


immerse the comforter in a tub of hot 
soapsuds and wash by squeezing rather 
than by rubbing it. Wring from this 
| water into clear hot water-and from 
this rinsing hang on a line where it 
will dry as rapidly as possible.

Causes a Sensation In the Matter 


San Domingo, Noy. 7.—A Don.iniican 
warship stopped the Clyde line steamer 
Cherokee as the latter 
Puerto Plata and informed the captain 
that he could not enter that port. ‘The 
Cherokee then proceeded for Samana 
and was also prevented from eutering 
that port, the minister of war oalering 
the captain of the Cherokee to proceed 
direct to the capital. 

On the arrival of the vesse] bere the 
government demanded that the cargo in- 
tended for Puerta Plata and Samana be 
landed at this port. The ageut of the 
company and tbe captain of the 
Cherokee refused to comply with this 
demand and appealed to United States 
Minister Powell for protection. Minis- 
ter Powell interviewed the j resident 
and argued that, since the government 
of Santo Domingo had not advised the 
foreign legations of any blockade, it 
could not prewent the Cherokee from 
entering the ports of Puerto I lata and 
Samana and insisted that thle cargo 
should be landed at its destination. 

The pres™ent in reply reiterated his 
demand that the Cherokee’s curgo be 
landed at San Domingo, but this Minis- 
ter Powell refused to permit ard de- 
clared he would hold the co. ernment 

| responsible should any violent action 
| be adopted towards the Cherokee. 
When the Cherokee was ready to 
leave for Azua clearance papers were 
refused and it was again dvemarded 
that she land her cargo at this port. 

Minister Powell wrote a sharp note to 

the government, demanding a permit 

for the Cherokee to depart. ‘The yov- 
| ernment refused tc allow a pilot to 
| hoard the vessel and Minister Powell 
|} then instrueted Captain Archibald to 
| take his ship out and proceed for Azua, 
keeping his cargo aboard and landing it 
ati the ports of destination. 

The energetic action of Minister 
Powell has caused a great scusation, 
| especially as his proceeding lacked the 
| support of an American warship, The 
| Cherokee left the harbor without a 
| pilot.

Stewart and Upton met on the street 
and after some words the latter shot and 
killed Stewart. 


Parks Receives Sentence 
New York, Nov. 7.—Sam Parks was 
sentenced to two years and three 
months in Sing Sing prison. This was 
Parks’ second sentence for extortion. 
On the first he was released from Sing

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| JAMAICA’S MYSTERY. | THE HOME IN FRANCE. 


OF HER CAPITALS. 


Tragedies That Are Written In the 
History of Her Ruined Cities—Two 
of Them Vanished Utterly From Off 
the Face of the Earth. 


There exists in Jamaica, in the West 
Indies, a universal superstition that a 
curse rests upon any town chosen to be 
its capital. Since 1509, when the first 
| chief city was founded, no fewer than 
| three capitals have been ruined in mys- 
terious and tragic ways. Two have 
vanished utterly from the face of the 
earth. Some of the more superstitious 
of the colonists, brooding over the 
strange history of their country, fear 
that Kingston, the present capital, a 
city of 70,000 inhabitants, will share 
the fate of its predecessors. 

The first capital was Sevilla Nueva 
(New Seville), otherwise called Seville 
d'Oro (the Golden Seville), on account 
of its marvelous wealth. It was found- 
ed by Don Juan d’Esquivel and Diego, 
a son of Christopher Columbus. In a 
few years it became the greatest Span- 
ish city in the new world. Thither 
flocked the blue blooded but impecuni- 


their family fortunes at the expense of 
the poor Arawak. 

Cathedrals, palaces and monasteries, 
rivaling those of Spain in splendor, 
were erected. The marble streets were 
crowded with gayly clad courtiers and 
Indian slaves, who toiled for them and 
brought them tribute from mine and 
| jungle. 

Then, in a night, the city vanished, 
' and no one can tell today what hap- 
pened to it. No survivors and no rec- 
ords were left behind to tell the tale. 
| Today one can see, buried in tropical 
' jungle, a mile of marble pavement and 

a few broken columns and arches. 

| Nothing else remains of the Golden 


Seville, once so prosperous and splen- | 


did, except a few contradictory na- 
tive traditions. These traditions va- 
riously ascribe the destruction of the 
city and its inhabitants to a mutiny of 
the oppressed Indians, an earthquake, 
a sudden visitation of millions of red 
ants and an attack by French buc- 
caneers. The very memory of what 
was once the greatest city of the new 
world has almost perished. Even in 
Jamaica few people know anything 
about the Golden Seville. 

The Spaniards made Saint Jago de la 
Vega, now called Spanish Town, their 
second capital. Time and again it was 
| devastated by hurricane and plague, 
? harassed by Indian revolts or ransack- 
ed by adventurous picaroons. Gradu- 
ally it sank from its high estate until 
now it is merely a squalid village. 

When the English conquered the is- 
land they made Port Royal their real 
capital, though Spanish Town remain- 
ed for some time the official seat of 
government. The emporium of the In- 
dies and the Spanish main, the market 


ecaneers, Port Royal soon became the 


world. At the height of its splendor 
and its vice it was destroyed within 
the space of two minutes by an earth- 
quake.

i whole Street tumbling down, and in 
| Another Place the Trembling Earth 
opening her Ravenous Jaws, let in the 
Merciless Sea, so that this Town is be- 
come a Heap of Ruins. Several Peo- 
ple were Swallowed up of the Earth, 
when, the Sea breaking in before the 
Earth could Close, they were washed 
up again and Miraculously saved from 


Perishing. Others the Earth received 
up to their Necks, and then Closed 
;} upon them and squeezed them to 


Death, with their Heads above Ground, 
many of which the Dogs Eat; Multi- 
tudes of People Floating up and down, 
having no Burial. The Burying Place 
at the Palisadoes is quite Destroyed, 
the Dead Bodies being washed out of 
their Graves, their Tombs beat to 
Pieces and they floating up and down; 
it is sad to think how we have Suf- 
fered. 

“The Earth hath still fits of Shaking, 
with very much Thunder and Light- 
ning, and dreadful Weather; yet this 
had s0 little effect upon some People 
here that the very same Night they 
were at their Old Trade of Drinking 
‘and Swearing; breaking up Ware- 
houses; Pillaging and Stealing from 
their Neighbors, even while the Earth- 
quake lasted, and several of them were 
destroyed in the very Act; and indeed 
this Place has been one of the Ludest 
in the Christian World, a sink of all 
filthiness, and a mere Sodom.” 

Old Port Royal lies buried beneath 
the sea. The present town of Port 
Royal, a place of no importance except 
as a coaling station, was built after 
the earthquake, a fire and a landslide 
having destroyed the few houses left 
standing. 

Kingston was not founded until the 
early part of the eighteenth century, 
but it has already been thrice destroy- 
led by fire and several times ravaged 
by hurricanes. ‘The inhabitants nat- 
urally wonder what catastrophe will 
‘happen next.

Decision Against Bryan In the 
Bennett Will Contest 


APPEAL TU HIGHER COURT 


Probate Judge “inds That There Was 
No Undue Influence by Bryan Over 


Testator und That Sealed Letter 


Was Not Incorporated In the Will 


New Haven, Noy. 7.—Judge Cleave- 
iand of the probate court handed down 
a decision in the Philo 8. Beunett will 
case holding that the secret letter di- 
recting Mrs. Bennett, the widow, to pay 
William J. Bryan $50,000 was not part 
of the will. The effect of this is to pre- 
vent Bryan from obtaining the ‘noney 
mentioned in the letter unless the pres- 
ent decision is reversed by a higher 
court, or unless he sbould be successful 
in legal proceedings against Mrs. Ben- 
nett, in event the $50,000 should be peid 
under clause 12 of the will, which reads 
as follows: 

Twelfth, I give and beueath unto my 
wife, Grace Imogene Bennett, the sun 
of $50,000, in trust, however, for the 
purposes set forth in a sealed letter 
which will be found witb said will. 

The text of the letter was made pub- 
lic at one of the hearings on the will. 
Mr. Bryav was not present when the 
decision was announced, but his at- 
torneys said he would appeal from 
Judge Cleavejand’s decision. 

In announcing bis decision the court 
said: ‘I find that the «question of 
whether the will was properly executed 
was not raised. I find that it was 
properly executed and I tind that the 
testator hed sufficient testamentary 
capacity. I find that there was no undue 
influence by Mr. Bryan over Mr. Ben- 
nett. It was claimed that the sealed 
letter should be incorporated in ihe will. 
I find that the sealed letter was not in- 
corporated in the will.” 

The court further said that he ex- 
pressed no opirien as to whether the 
sealed letter which gives *50,000 to 
Bryan and his family can be incor- 
porated in the will. Hesaid: “It nay 
be urged that it can be used, but as to 
that the court has no opinion to ex- 
press.” 

It would appear from the decision of 
the court that Bryan is not prevented 
from attempting in the superior court, 
if nofin the probate court, to enforce 
the provisions in Lis favor of the letter 
found in the sealed envelope, which let- 
ter is still in the custody of the probate 
court here. ‘ 

Mr. Bryan reached this city last even- 
ing front Lincoln, Neb, and at once 
went to the offices of his attorneys, 
where he read the decision in the Ben- 
nett wili contest. After Bryan had con- 
ferred with his lawyers he made a pub- 
lic statement. Ue says: 

“Tha decision of Judge Cleaveland in 
the Bennett will case is in my favor on 
all the moral questious raised by th 
aeirs, and against me on the technica 
aw points only. ‘lhe judge tinds thay 
no urdu? influerce was exercised on Mr. 
Bennett and that no injustice was done 
to the relatives. He holds, however, 
that the letter to Mrs. Bennett cannot 
be probated with the wil!!, but he ex- 
pressly disclaims eny intention to de- 
cide whether or not the 12th section can 
hereafter be held operative as establish- 
ing a trust: ue Says that the constric- 
tion of the will is not in question at 
the time of the probate. The court ie 
effeca declares that the bequest woult 
have been good if it had been made di- 
|} rect, as Mr. Kennett suggested, but un- 
| der the decisions thie letter can Lot be 
probated in the absence of proof show- 
ing that it was actualiy in existence at 
| the moment when the will was executed.

STATE ~ MONUMENT, 


Distinguished Party Leaves for 
Vicksburg Tomorrow. 


The Vicksburg Daily Herald of Nov: 
6 says: The dedication of the Massa- 
chusetts state monument on the Vicks- 
burg National Military Park, which is 
a fixture for Saturday, November 14, 
should be as it doubtless will, a great 
event. While it is to be a Masga- 
chusetts state affair, to be generally 
managed by the governor of Massa- 
chusetts and the commission from that 
state, that does not mean that the good 
people of the Bay State desire it to be 
exclnsively so,so far as attendance goes; 
in fact the greater the local interest 
manifested in the affair the more grati- 
fying will it be to Gov. Bates andthe 
people of that state who accompany 
bim. 

Mr. H. H. Kitson of Quincy, Mass., 
the accomplished and experienced 
gentleman who is on the ground mak- 
ing arrangements to erect the monu- 
ment, has received telegrams from Gov. 
Bates intimating that he has extended 
invitations to Gov. Longino, as repre- 
senting the stateand Mayor Trowbridge, 
as representing the city, to participate 
in the ceremony. He bus every reason 
to believe that ap invitation will be ex- 
tended also to Gov.-elect Vardaman and 
to others prominent in stite and munie- 
ipal affairs. 

The party will leave Boston Tuesday 
next, Nov. 10, to reach here over the 
Queen & Crescent route the morning of 
the 14th. 

The itinerary of the distinguished 
party is printed on a neat and compre- 
hensive folder card, from which the 
following points are obtained: 

Nov. 10, leave Boston, at 1 P. M., 
over the Boston & Maine Railway,reach- 
ing North Adams, Mass., at 5:08 P. M., 
connecting at Rotterdam Junction with 
the West Shore R. R., and at Buffalo 
with the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southero for Cleveland. Leave Cleve- 
land Wednesday over the Big Four, 
arriving at Cincinnati 1:30 P. M., and 
after spending several hours there leave 
over the Queen & Crescent for Chat- 
tanooga at 8:05 P. M., arriving at Chat- 
tamooga at 6.50 A. M. Thursday the 
party will stop over to visit Chickamauga 
Park, Missionary Ridge, and Lookout 
Mountain. Leaving Chattanooga 6:15 
P. M. the train will go on to New 
Orleans, reaching there Friday morning 
where they will put in the day sight- 
seeing, and driving, leaving there at 
7:30 P. M. for Vicksburg, to arrive 
bere at 6:50 A. M. Saturday, 

Arriving at the station carriages will 
be taken to the Hotel Carroll where the 
party will rest up, get breakfast and 
prepare for the dedication in the after- 
noon. 

It has been suggested that it would 
be well to have the Warren Light Ar- 
tillery fire a salute on the arrival of 
Gov. Bates avd party, andalso in honor 
of the governor of Mississippi as well 
as to have both local military companies 
at the monument site during the dedi- 
cation ceremonies, and this will very 
likely be done, No doubt, too, Mayor 
Trowbridge and committees from the 
commercial bodies will be present on 
arrival of the Boston party to make 
their greeting all the more cordial and 
emphatic. 

The national commission will have 
nothing to do with the arrangements at 
all, though of course the commission- 
ers will be present to receive the monu- 
ment from Massachusetts on behalf of 
the United States. Capt. Rigby, chair- 
man, will briefly and formally accept 
the monument and then will introduce 
Gen. Stephen D. Lee, who will prob- 
ably deliver a brief address. Col. 
Everest, of thecommission, it is feared 
cannot be present, though Gen. Jobn S. 
Kountz, of Ohio, secretary of the com- 
mission, will be on hand. 

There will between fifty and sixty 
in the Bay State party, including many 
ladies, headed by Mrs. Bates, wife of 
the Governor, and including Mrs. Theo. 
Alice Ruggles Kitson of Quincy, Mass. 
designer and sculptor of the piece of 
artistic and historic handiwork. 

The people of Vicksburg will no 
doubt turn out by the hundreds for the 
interesting ceremonial and will have 
ample facilities for getting to the site 
by following up Union avenue from the 
east gate of the national cemetery, or 
else out by Jackson road to ** Lovers’ 
Lane,’’? as the cut off past Bryant 
Willis’ place is called. 

By the time of the next state monu- 
ment dedication, at that place which 
may be Rhode Island or Illinois, all the 
park roads and bridges will be in order 
for the travel that will follow, and the

Good Afternoon 


Taxpayers may well ask,—what are 
the extraordinary circumstances which 
require that the City-Treasurer should 
have authority to borrow an additional 
$90,000 in anticipation of the taxes of 
1903? What is the law which regulates 
the percentage which acity may borrow 
in anticipation of taxes? Is the tax 
warrant larger than usual? Is the col- 
lection of taxes slow? Are the back 
taxes collected as they should be? 
Should the city borrow to pay maturing 
notes? Are our city finances in a 
healthy condition? Would this proposi- 
tion to borrow have been necessary if 
the appropriation had passed for the 
enlargement of the High schoolbouse? 
Was not the Copeland street paving 
order, which borrowed $6,000, a part of 
a scheme to get ready money? Is not 
the loan order proposed for the pur- 
chase of ,water pipe for 1904 another? 

Some may say, without investigation, 
that the tax warrant of 1903 is consider- 
ably larger. But is it? The amount of 
the tax warrant this year was $398,- 
| 558.02. This was over $5,000 less than 
last year. (It might be asked here if 
| the tax levy of 1903 was large enough to 
meet demands made upon it, or .was 
it purposely kept low to secure an un- 
| warranted reduction of ten cents in the 
tax rate?) 

The amount of tax warrant this year 
is not $6,000 more than it was in 1901, 
and only about $4,000 more than in 
1899, after the street sprinkling assess- 
ment is deducted. 

The following summary shows the 
jamounts of the tax warrants for six 
years:

The amount of the tax warrant for 
| 1903 being $398,538.02, should the City 
Council authorize temporary loans of 
| $390,000 in anticipation of taxes? Why, 
the Tax Collector had on Sept. 30, 
collected $11,536.28 on account of the 
taxes of 1903. Since that date the Tax 
Collector may have collected, in all, 
$100,000 of the taxes of 1903, leaving 
less than $300,000 uncollected. Karly 
in the year the City Council authorized 
loans to the amount of $300,000 in 
anticipation of the taxes of 1903. Now 
that the amount uncollected is less than 
$300,000, ean the City Council legally 
authorize at this time loans in anticipa- 
tion of taxes to the amount_of $390,000? 

Before Jan. 1, the Tax Collector 
should collect over $200,000 of the taxes 
of 1903. It has been done every year 
recently, as will be seen from figures 
taken from annual reports of Tax Col- 
lectors:

Again, we ask, what are the extra- 
ordinary demands upon the city in the 
three months of Oetober, Novemberand 
December, that make it necessary to 
borrow $90,000 in addition to receipts 
of over $200,000 in taxes of 1903, and 
other sums from various sources? The 
total expenditures of the city for the 
month of September were $60,695.76, 
and the City Treasurer reported cash on 
hand Sept. 30 to the amount of $32,- 
535.21. 

The taxpayer who attempts to make 
a study of the situation will be sur- 
prised to learn that in the City Books 
of 1901 and 1902 there is no summarized 
statement of the appropriations, expen- 
ditures and balances for the year. In

$83,557.24 have been expended on the 
account of 1902, and among the sixteen 
balances reported are $22,852.03 for 
said Washington schoolhouse; a total of 
over $6,000 in excess of the balances 
Dec. 31 last for 1902. 

The levy of 1903 of $398,538.02 in- 
clades not only current city expenses 
for the year, but also maturing city 
debt, maturing water debt, maturing 
park debt, interest on debt, and all 
State, Metropolitan and county taxes, 
as will be seen:

Outside of the above, there have 


been large special loan orders for 
various purposes, which have not only 
provided money for those purposes but 
have temporarily provided money for 
current expenses. These include the 
sewer construction loan of $70,000.00, 
the water construction loan of $30,000, 
and other loans. 

There is much here to be explained 
before the City Council authorizes an 
additional loan of $90,000 in anticipa- 
tion of taxes, which might bring forth 
an injunction against the city. The 
trouble probably comes from the large 
amount of uncollected taxes previous 
to 1903, but the city cannot borrow 
in anticipation of those taxes. They 
shuuld be collected. 


Some Football Notes. 


Although there are two more games 
left on Quincy High’s schedule, the 
supporters of the team are even now 
almost unanimous in their opinion that 
this is one of the most successful years 
of football, that Quincy has experienced 
for some time. Thus far Quincy has 
played eight games, winning six and 
losing two. Quincy has scored 155 
points to their apponents 17. 

Quite a number of the High school 
foot ball players went to Dedham Satur- 
day afternoon to witness the game be- 
tween Dedham High and Wellesley 
High. 

On Friday, Quincy High plays its sec- 
ond league game of the season with 
Waltham High at Waltham. A week 
from Friday the record closes with an- 
other league game with Wellesley High 
at Wellesley. The Quincy boys are not 
confident of victory in either game, but 
they are determined to give their 
apponents a hard game to win.

It is reported that Charles S. Mellen, 
the new president of the N. Y., & H.

If the $90,000.00 additional should be 
authorized in anticipation of taxes of 
1903, the condition Jan. 1, 1904, would 
be something like this, Uncollected 
taxes of $175,000.00 for the year 1903, 
and outstanding loans in anticipation of 
taxes of 1903 to the amount of $240, - 
000.00 to $275,000.00. How would that 
look?

Estate Valued at Peg Phe Millions 
Bequeathed to Harvard University 
Boston, Nov. 10.—Victer and Robert 

McKay, the two sons ot Gordon Me: 

Kay, inventor and proprietor of the 

McKay sewing machine, are practi- 

cally cut off by their father’s will from 

all share in his estate, while Harvard 
university will eventually receive the 

entire estate, valued at several mil- 

lions of dollars, the interest of the 

fund to be used to promote applied 
science. The will was filed late yes- 
terday afternoon by the executors. 

The only private bequests are made 
in the form of annuities, which, at the 
time they become effective will 
amount to nearly $50,000 a year. The 
largest annuity, $11,500, is bequeathed 
to Mrs. Marion Von Bruning, McKay’s 
former wife, while the two sons of the 
testator by that marriage; Robert and 
Victor, are each given $100 a year un- 
til they become of age. The will also 
provides, however, for the payment of 
annuities of $2500 to each of his two 
sons after the death of Mrs. Von Brun- 
ing, provided she so directs by her 
will. Other annuities, which range 
from $1200 to $5000, are distributed 
among former servants, friends and 
relatives.

GAIN OF 442, 2,100 


In Membership of F Federation of Las 
bor During the Past Year 
Boston, Nov. 10.—The 23d annual 
convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, which will continue 
probably for at least 14 days, got into) 


working order before an adjournment 
was taken late yesterday afternoon. 
President Gompers delivered his an- 
nual address to the delegates and Sec 
retary Morrison and ‘treasurer Lennon 
presented their annual statements. 

About 450 delegates were present 
when the session was called to order 
They were welcomed to Boston by 
President Driscoll of the Central 
Labor Union of this city. When Mr. 
Gompers was presented with a block 
and gavel he took occasion to refer to 
the honor accorded the convention in 
having its sessions in Faneuil hall. 

President Gqmpers’ address took up 
most of the afternoon. It showed that 
the gain in membership of the affiliat- 
ed international unions and of the 
American Federation of Labor during 
the last year had been 442,100. He 
reviewed at length what the federa- 
tion had accomplished during the year, 
and he made numerous recommenda: 
tions. He pointed out that the very 
grave danger which confronted their 
movement was the internecine strife 
due to the conflicting claims of trade 
jurisdiction. Mr. Gompers condemned 
such anti-trust legislation as was 
secretly against labor, and urged 
eternal vigilance with respect to legis- 
lation. 

The treasurer’s report showed the 
income of the year was $247,800, the 
expenditures $196,015, and the balance 
on hand $84,000.

THE TREATY WITH CUBA 


President’s Message Urges 


Speedy Action by Congress 


BOUND BY HONOR TO Do so 


Isiand Republic Should Come Within 
Our System of International Policy 
—Treaty Secures to Us as Great 


Economic Advantages as to Cuba 


Washington, Nov. 10.—The follow- 
ing message of the president was sub- 
mitted to the extraordinary session of 
congress today: 


To the Senate and house of representa- 
tives: 

I have convened the congress that it may 
consider the legislation necessary to put 
into operation the commercial treaty with 
Cuba, which was ratified by the senate at 
its last session, and subsequently by the 
Cuban government. I deem such legisla- 
tion demanded pot only by our interests, 
but by our honer. We cannot with pro- 
priety abandon the course upon which we 
have so wisely embarked. 

When the acceptance of the Platt 
amendment was required from Cuba by the 
action of the congress of the United States, 
this government thereby definitely commit- 
ted Itself to the policy of treating Cuba as 
occupying a unique position as regards this 
country. 

It was provided that when the island 
became a free and independent republic 
she should stand in such close relations 


with us as in certain respects to come 
within our system of international policy, 
and it necessarily followed that she must 
also to a certain degree become included 
within the Hnes of our economic policy. 


Situated as Cuba is it would not be possi- 
ble for this country to permit the strategic 
abuse of the island by any foreign military 
power. It Is for this reason that certain 
limitations have been imposed upon her 
financial policy, and that naval stations 
have been conceded by her to the United 
States. The negotiations as to the details 
of these naval stations are on the eve of 


completion. They are so situated as to pre- 
vent any idea that there is the intention 
ever to use them against Cuba, or other- 


wise than for the protection of Cuba from 
the assaults of foreign foes and for the 
better safeguarding of American interests 
in the waters south of us. 

These interests have been largely in- 
creased by the consequences of the war 
with Spain, and will be still further in- 
creased by the building of the Isthmian 
canal. They are both military and eco- 
nomic. The granting to us by Cuba of the 
naval stations above alluded to Is of the 
utmost importance from a wilitary stand- 
point and is proof of the good faith with 
which Cuba is treating us. Cuba has made 
great progress since her Independence was 
established. She has advanced steadily in 
every way. She is loyally observing her 
obligations to us; and she is entitled to like 
treatment by us. 

The treaty submitted to you for approval 
secures to the United States economic ad- 
vantages as great as those given to Cuba. 
Not an American interest is sacrificed. By 
the treaty a large Cuban market is secured 
to our producers. It is a market which 
lies at our doors, which is already large, 
which Is capable of great expansion, and

This reciprocity treaty stands by itself. 
It is demanded on considerations of broad 
national policy as well as by our economic 
interest. It will do harm to no Industry. 
It will benefit many industries. It is in 
the interest of our people as a whole, both 
because of its importance from the broad 
standpoint of international policy, and be- 
eause economically it intimately concerns 
us to develop and secure the rich Cuban 
market for our farmers, artisans, .mer- 
ehsnts and manufacturers. Finally, it is 
desirable as a guaranty of the good faith 
of our nation towards her young sister re- 
pubile to the south, whose welfare must 
erer be closely bound with ours. We gave 
her Hberty. We are knit to her by the 
memories of the blood and the courage of 
our soldiers who fought for her in war; by 
the memories of the wisdom and integrity 
of our administrators who served her in 
peace and who started her so well on the 
ditficult path of self-government. We must 
help her onward and upward; and in help- 
ing her we shall help ourselves. 

The foregoing considerations caused the 
negotiation of the treaty with Cuba and its 
ratification by the senate. They now with 
equal force support the legislation by the 
congress which by the terms of the treaty 
is necessary to render it operative. A fail- 
ure to enact such legislation would come 
perilously near a repudiation of the pledged 
faith of the nation. 

I transmit herewith the treaty, as amend- 
ed by the senate and ratified by the Cuban 
government.

audaciously bold. 
about 30 years of age, rather slightly 
built, and when here he wore a sandy 
moustache. 

An incident in his early life, the de- 
tails of which he never confided to his 
intimates here, but which he intimat- 
ed had to do with atrocities committed 
upon his family by Turkish soldiers, 
embittered him against anything 
Turkish and his hatred made him a 
most radical revolutionist. His Arm? 
nian friends here assert that he would 
hesitate at nothing where what he con- 
ceived to be a duty to his native coun- 
try was concerned, and they also readt- 
ly associate him with the theory. of 
self-destruction. He boarded with a 
family on Jackson street, and even- 
ings addressed groups of Armenians, 


counseling the most radical moves in 
behalf of their country. 
Derakian left this country in April 


with the intention of going to Arme- 
nia. He was refused entry that 
country and at once went to London, 
where he has since remained, frequent- 
ly writing to his friends here 

Derakian came to this place six 
years ago from Harpoot, Turkey. 
Here he was employed as a shoe laster 


to 


in the factory of Leonard & Darios. 
He proved an intelligent, competent 
and faithful employe. But his heart 
was in his native land and he let no 
opportunity pass to discuss the wrongs

the person of David Hutton, a native |

About the year 1820 this 
actually erected a small mill at Dun- 
fermline for the manufacture of thread 
—a mill worked entirely by mice. It

was 


visiting Perth prison in 
1812 that Mr. Hutton first conceived 
this remarkable idea of utilizing mouse 


power. In an old pamphlet of 
time, “The Curiosity Coffee Room,” he 
fuve an account of the way in which 
the idea dawned on him. “In the sum- 
jer of year 1812,” he wrote, “I 
had occasion to be in Perth, and when 
Inspecting the toys and trinkets that 
were manufactured by the French pris- 
boners in the depot there my attention 
Was involuntarily attracted by a little 
toy house, with a wheel in the gable 
of it that was running rapidly round, 
Impelled by the insignificant gravity of 


the 


f& common house mouse. For 1 shil- 
ling I purchased house, mouse and 
wheel. Inclosing it in a handkerchief, 


on my journey homeward I was com- 
pelled to contemplate favorite 
amusement. But how to apply half 
punce power, which is the weight of a 
mouse, to a useful purpose was the 
difficulty. At length the manufactur- 
{Ing of sewing thread seemed the most 
| practicable.’ 
| Mr. Hutton had one mouse that ran 
|the amazing distance of eighteen miles 
na day, but he proved:that an ordinary 
| mouse could run ten and a half miles 
jon an average. A halfpenny’s worth 
of oatmeal was sufficient for its sup- 
port for thirty-five days, during which 
It ran 736 half miles. He bad actually 
two mice constantly employed in the 
making of sewing thread for more than 
The mouse thread mill was 
80 constructed that the common house 
mouse was enabled to make atonement 
to society for past offenses by twist- 
Ing, and reeling from 100 to 
{120 threads a day, Sundays not except- 
] To perform this task the little 
ian had to run ten and a half 
i ‘ d this journey it performed 
with ease every day. <A _ halfpenny’s 
worth of oatmeal served one of these 
thread mill culprits for the long period 
of five weeks. In that time it made 
B,350 threads of twenty-five inches, and 
las a penny was paid to women for ev- 
ery hank made in the ordinary way 
jthe mouse at that rate earned nine- 
pence every six weeks, just one far 
ithing a day, or 7s. 6d. a year. 

Taking sixpence off for board and 
‘allowing 1 shilling for machinery, there 
Was a clear yearly profit from each 
mouse of 6 shillings. Mr. Hutton firm- 
ily intended to apply for the lean of the 
lempty cathedral in Dunfermline, which 
would have held, he calculated, 10,000 
mouse mills, sufficient room being left 
for keepers and some hundreds of 
spectators. Death, however, overtook 
the inventor before this marvelous 
project could be carried out.—Edin- 
burgh Scotsman.

Steam- 
ship Taboga has left this afternoon for 
other ports. 


What De Lesseps Thinks 

Paris, Nov. 10—In an interview 
Charles De Lesseps expresses satis- 
faction with events on the isthmus of 
Panama and says the purchase of the 
canal rights by the United States will 
save French interests at least to a 
Small extent. In accordance with the 
provisions of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty the Panama canal can be oper- 
ated in the interests of all nations. 
Nevertheless, says De Lesseps, the 
securing of control of the canal will 
be a splendid stroke of business for 
the United States government, which 
eventually will derive profit and glory 
from a work conceived by a French 
brain. De Lesseps is convinced that 
the commercial importance of the 
future canal will at least equal that of 
the Suez canal.

The 
strike was ordered by the national 
executive officers of the United Mine 
Workers of America after the coal 
companies refused to confer with 
union representatives concerning the, 
demands of the men.

Congress Will Stand by the President. 
On the Cuban Treaty. 


RECIPROCITY 


With the Fair Isle to Go 
into Effect Soon. 


Attempt at Opposition 
Has Failed. 


Other Washington 


Lively Interest. 


Washington, Nov. 12.—Speaker Can 
non has been assured by one of the nivst 
prominent leaders of the oppusition to 
Cuban reciprocity in the last cougress 
that there will be little or no « pposition 
among the Republicans to the bill carry- 
ing into effect the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty. He told the speaker tuut the at- 
tenipt to form an opposition had failed, 
and that the Republicans will not join 
the Democrats in voting the Morris dif- 
ferential amendment on the bill. 
speaker was assured that the seutiment 
among Republicans was to stuid by the 
speaker; that it would be impolitic to 
have a division of the party at the be- 
giuning of the session. 

F'rospects of a revsonably preinpt 
compliance with the president's wishes 
are exceedingly good. The only iight 
wil) come in the house and there cpin- 
ions are reaching a settled basis. Itis 
generally agreed that the house wili not 
“approve” a treaty affecting revenues 
s0 vitally as this one does, for the suke 
of the precedent, but that the comuniit- 
tee will draft a bill specifying the re- 
ductions in duty on Cuban products, car- 
ried in the treaty, to become operative 
Whenever Cuba complies with certain 
terms also specified in the treaty, the 
president being merely authorized to 
proclaim the existence of the required 
condition’. Most of the Democrats feel 
this constitutional issue keenly, as well 
as many Republicans. Woaichever 
committee, whether ways and weausor 
rules, prepares the bill, it will doubtiess 
adopt this form to. facilitate recip- 
rocity’s course. 

The Democratie attitude ts less clear 
than that of the Republicans. Hepre- 
sentative Underwood of Alabama, a 
member of the committee on rules in 
the last house, said last night: 

“IT was in favor of Cuban reciprocity 
last year, regardless cf differential 
amendment, and sLould have so yeted 
had I not been bound by the action ofa 
party caucus. There will be no caucus 
this year, I fancy, and with each mem- 
ber voting his own preferences recip- 
rocity will get strong Democratic sup- 
port, especially since the other side ap- 
parently plans to obviate the constitu- 
tional objection to the method of its ac- 
complishment in the house. I look for 
no delay, and only a few Democratic 
opponents.” 

Representative Swanson of Virginia, 
a member of the ways and means com- 
mittee, takes an opposite view. Hesays 
the Democrats will insist on an umerd- 
nent rewoving the differential on re- 
fiued sugar, just as in the Iast congress.

REDUCTION MAY EXTEND 


‘To Other New England Manufactur- 


ing Centres, With Exception of 
Northern States—A Return to the 


Conditions of Two Years Ago

Boston, Nov. 12.—Reports from 
; centres of the cotton mill 
throughout New England indicate that 
the announcement at Fall River thata 
} 10 percent reduction in wages liad been 
| decided upon by the cotton manufac- 
ae there, to go into effect Nov. 23, 
| has caused general uneasiuess, due to 
j the belief that an equal reduction at 
other places is inevitable. 

It is conceded that this will be the 
| case in Rbode Island and eastern C on- 
necticut. Other Cities in eastern Mvssa- 
| chusetts, it is thought, may follow the 
example set by Fall River, though there 
cases are somewhat dissimilar. In 
‘Taunton the Corr Manufacturing coni- 
pany has already cnnounced a 10 per- 
| cent reduction, and while the mill men 
iat New Bedford, Lowell and Lawrence 


| are reticent regarding their plans they 
| admit that the condition of the cotton 
| market is all against the manulacturers, 
whieh is equivalent to saying that a 


| wage reduction is somethinz to be se- 
riously considered. 

The situation in Maine and New 
| WTampshire will hardly be affected. 
Maine did not share in tkewage ad- 
vance of two years ago and so has a 
negative advantage now. ‘The miil 
agents at Manchester, N. H., say that re- 
| trenchment has not been thought of so 
far. 

Representatives of unions in fall 
Niver and other cities do not appear to 
| anticipate any concerted action on the 
part of the unions in opposition to the 
new schedule. The union men have 
kept themselves well informed as to the 
state of the cotton market and the an- 
nouncemeat at Fall River occasioned 
little surprise. While not admitting, 
perhaps, the necessity for so swecping 
a reduction, 
siderable number would favor a tight 
with the mill agents at this time. 

While the outlook at l’all River from 
the operatives’ standpoint is a rather 
gloomy one, it should be remembered 
that the new schedule is really a return 
to the conditions existing two years ago, 
when an advance was made by the 
manufacturers. It was this advance in 
Fall River that led to the great strike 
in Lowell last spring. The lowell op- 
eratives demanded the Fail Kiver 
schedule, which was refused. Now the 
Fall River operatives will be put prac- 
tically the same as other operatives in 
eastern Massachusetts. 

The present scale went into effect 
March 17, 1902. The price for weaving 
regular goods today is 21.78 cents per 
cut and a 10 percent reduction would 
make the new. price 19.6 cents. The 
old price, previous to the data given, was 
19.8, and this latter figure, it is an- 
nounced, will prevail after Noy. 23.

MAKES THE WORK EASIER. 


A Device Which Does Away With 
the Clothes Wringer Crank. 

The comfort and convenience derived 
from the use of a clothes wringer are 
somewhat interfered with by certain 
features which have restricted its ap- 
plication and use in a measure. For 
instance, because of the space required 
for the operation of the crank handle 
it is not always convenient to put the 
machine at the point on the tubs where

it is most desired. This trouble par- 
ticularly applies to the use of the 
wringer on stationary tubs, which, be- 
cause of their size, often interfere with 
the complete revolution of the handle. 
A reciprocating handle for the wring- 
er has been brought out, the design 
and invention of a woman, which has 
the advantage of making the wringer 
very flexible in its application. The 
new feature consists of a mechanical 
movement which is separated from the 
wringer frame and rails, the connec- 
tion being made by means of a link 
chain. The driving mechanism, instead 
of being a revolving handle, is a recip- 
rocating wheel which imparts a con- 
tinuous motion to the rolls by a very 
ingenious spring contrivance. The ar- 
rangement of the intermeshing teeth 
now existing in the wringer is preserv- 
ed, and the power transmitting chain | 
passes over one of these gears and ur | 
der the other. As the handle is press- 
ed down the chain is in action with the | 
gear of one roll, and as the handle is 
brought up the spring referred to 
throws the chain on the teeth of the 
other roll, and so on continuously. It 
will be readily seen that by this ar- 
rangement a regular and continuous 
motion is given to the wringer rolls.

monster did. In his struggles he threw 


| water twenty feet high and for fifty 


feet around him, and now and then he 
raised an arm high in the air and 
swept it around him like a flail and 
with such a swish as a limb would 
make in the hands of a giant. The 
net was of the strongest material, aad 
when he ceased to struggle we realized 
that he was pretty well tangled up. 
We could do nothing more toward his 
capture just then, however, as the tide 
had turned, and he retreated to his 
lair, taking the nets with him and 
making slow progress. 

At 8 o'clock next morning we landed 
on the rocks and found the nets all 
right. The professor had brought 
along a big squirt gun and a large jar 
of chloroform, and when all was ready 
we made a circuit to the west and got 
as near as we dared to the cavern and 
then began rolling stones into it. We 
had not been at work over five minutes 
qwhen the octopus was routed out. We 
first saw one long tentacle shoot out 
of the water and clutch the rock above, 
and then the creature slowly and la- 
boriously drew itself out. 

The net had been bitten and broken 
in many places, but still tangled about 
him so as to greatly hamper his move- 
ments. Of the five arms only one was 
entirely free. The monster must have 
thought the attack was being made on 
him from above, for he lfad no sooner 
caught sight of the spread nets than 
he went for them in a furious way. He 
was, of course, still further tangled up, 
and the exhibition of the previous day 
was nothing to this. 

Nothing living could have broken 
clear of that tangle, but we had a good 
idea of the creature’s strength by the 
way he snapped ropes and cords here 
and there. With one free tentacle he 
picked up and hurled into the sea a 
loose rock which two strong men could 
not have meved. 

It was a quarter of an hour before 
the octopus was so entirely tangled in 
the nets that he could struggle no 
more, and we waited at least ten min- 
utes before approaching him. Then the 
professor advanced with his squirt gun 
eharged from the jar of chloroform, 
and its contents were shot full in the 
monster’s face. In two minutes he lay 
as if dead, and we then got ropes and 
straps and made him secure. Now and 
then there was a shiver the full length 
of the tentacles, and we had to stand 
back while the professor repeated the 
dose, but at no time did the octopus re- 
gain full consciousness. When all was 
ready we put planks under the body 
and slid it down into the water, and 
after a hard two hours’ work we got 
the mass aboard the bark and into a 
box prepared in advance. 

Few people have ever seen a full 
grown devilfish, as not above two or 
three have ever been on exhibition, 
and those came ashore dead and 
shrunken. The weight of this fellow 
was 510 pounds, and the stretch of each 
tentacle was over eighteen feet. The 
size of the tentacles at their base was 
as large as the body of a boy ten years 
old, and each was armed with over 200 
disks or sucking cups. Had he got 
three of hig long arms around the body 
of a whale and used the other two to 
cling to some submerged rock his 
whaleship would have stood no show 
jwhatever. 

The odor exhaled made us all more 
or less sick and dizzy, and we were 
glad enough when we had landed our 
captive at Bombay. He is there today, 
but only as a preserved specimen. The 
ibest of care was given him when trans- 
‘ferred to the museum, but in the course 
‘of five or six weeks he was dead.

Useful Gift That Any Clever Woman 
Can Make. 

This useful little article will save 
many a hunt for three things most of- 
ten mislaid—namely, spectacles, 
and pencil. 

Procure a piece of cardboard seven 
inches deep and four inches wide, coy- 
er the back with black sateen and the 
front with slightly wadded silk or bro- 
eade. Next cut a piece of any colored 
silk you wish, slightly broader than the 
cardboard back, and line it with the 
wadded silk. 

Now work the two divisions shown 
in the sketch in featherstitch and when 
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finished lightly tack the front down the 
center on to the wadded side of the 
eardhboard. Turn the sides back to the 
divisions and stitch them on the wrong 
side, then join the edges. 

The small flap is cut separately ind 
made to match the front. The whole is 
edged with narrow silk cord, which 
forms a loop at the top, by means of 
which the bag can be suspended t> the 
waist, and the flap fastens with a tiny 
button and silk loop.

iFavors Some Kind of Consolida- | 


tion by Towns. 


An address by Brooks Adams, Esq., 
was the attraction Wednesday evening 
at the meeting of the People’s Union of 
Ward Two, which was beld in a room 
of the new Washington school house. 

T. B. Pollard, the president, pre- 
sided. The report of the last meeting 
was read by Miss Raycroft, the secre- 
tary. Mr. Pollard madea report for 
the executive committee, with sugges- 
tions, 

By request Miss Johnson addressed 
the meeting. As to lines of work she 
suggested observance of the Fourth 
of July in a quiet way, home gardens, 
a flower show, etc. 

President Pollard advocated 
improvement, 

3rooks Adams, Esq., was introduced 
to speak on ‘*Finances of the City. He 
queried at the outset what it was pos- 
sible to do, but thought something 
could be accomplished by association 
work, 

Our municipal governments in general 
are wholly unsatisfactory. There is a 
great inequality in the taxation of 
neighboring towns; forexample Quincy 
and Milton. The poorer towns like 
Quincy tax property out. Poor towns 
get poorer, and rich towus richer, 

The speaker suggested some kind of 
district unity in police work, care of 
streets, public schools, etc., for the 
benefit of the poorer towns. Metropol- 
itan control would bea great benefit for 
Quincy financially. 

Quincy has lost thousands of dollars 
because it has not made the street rail- 
way pay what it should for the use of 
streets. But single towns are not strong 
enough to battle with large curpora- 
tions. 

The public is simply without pro- 
tection. Quincy spends three times 
what it should for highways, because 
it bas no definita plans, and is witbout 
power. 

Quincy is rapidly accumulating a 
burden, which within 25 years will be 
more than it can handle. 

Questions were asked by Joseph 
Thomas, T. B. Pollard, Miss Jobnson, 
Miss Raycroft and others, and all were 
answered by Mr. Adams. 

M. C. Holmes suggested that Senator 
Brackett and Representatives Fallon 
and Freeman bs invited to appear 
before the club some evening. 

A vote of thanks was extended to 
Brooks Adams, the speaker of the 
evening.

Comfort With Economy. 

It is a pity that so many women 
“shy” at the word economy—those, at 
least, who are well provided with this 
world’s goods—and that merely because 
they choose to think it synonymous 


avith stinting, though this is not the | 


real meaning of the word. In the same 
way plenty is often looked upon as 
waste, yet there is a vast difference be- 
tween the two, says the Philadelphia 
Inquirer. 

There is an almost incredible amount 
of waste that goes on even in the best 
regulated households, where the mis- 
tress and servants have not set their 
minds on fighting against it; waste, 
‘not always willful, certainly, or likely 
to cause the favored ones any serious

|} Dointed out, is merely for the purpose of 
facilitating the negotiations. Bunau- 
Variila, it is said, has full power to con- 
duct the negotiations, but in case a ques- 
tion arises on which tke opinion of the 
goverpment is desired, he wil reter it 
to the commission for decision, and thus 
avoid the necessity of vabling to 
Panama. 

When Bunau-Varilla roturned from 
his couference with Secretary Hay he 
said that he would be received by the 
president at thes White House on Iris 
day as minister plenipotentiary aud en- 
voy extraordinary of the republic of 
Panama to the United States. This 
hour, he said, will mark the passing of 
the de facto government to a de jure 
stage. Bunau-Varilla first will call at 
the state department on Secretary Hay, 
who will accompany him to the White 
House and make the preseutation. 
These details were arranged at the con- 
ference. 

Bunau-Varilla announced that he 
would cable his government advising 
that it decline to allow General Reyes 
to land unless he bore full credentials 
as Colontbia’s minister plenipotentiary 
and envoy eXtraordinary to the republie 
of Panana. 

The state department bas decided ta 
request the authorities at Panama to 
receive G2neral Reyes, who is going to 
the isthmus on a peace mission from 
Bogcta. It is estimated that he cannot 
reach his destination within two weeks. 

It is stated here on authority that ft 
is too late for Coloinbia to make any 
effort to resurrect the canal treaty with 
the United States, and beyond prevent- 
ing a hostile clash between Colombia 
and the new republic of Panama, the 
proposed visit of General Iicyes to 
Panama will be without result. The 
fame authority points out that the 
United States government, having 
recognized Panama as an independent 
state, cannot now procerd to negotiate 
with Colombia on any teruis for canal 
rights in a state over which Colombia 
exercises no political control, so any 
future cana! negotiations wil] be  be- 
tween tke United States government 
and the government of Panama. 

The state department has receiveda 
cablegram from United States Minister 
Beaupre, at Bogota, dated Noy. 9, in 
which the minister states that large 
crowds were parading the streets on the 
Sth instant, crying “Down with Marro- 
quia!” ‘There was a mass meeting de- 
nouncing the president and calling fora 
chunge of government. Hundreds gath- 
ered at the palace, and the orator, a 
proininent national general, called for 
the resignation of the president. ‘he 
gathering was dispersed by tlie troops, 
several people being wounded, but there 
were no fatalities. The city was under 
martial law and well guarded by sol- 
diers. The legation of the United States 
was under the protection of the gov- 
ernment, but there were no indications 
of hostile demonstrations. 

The state department has beer in- 
forn.ed that the two British steamships 
which were detained at the port of 
Buena Ventura by the Colouibian gov- 
ernment with the intention of using 
them to transport troops to the isthmus 
have been released and have left that 
port. 

The British government knew noth- 
ing of the detention of these British 
vessels until notified by the state de- 
partment through the embassy here. Jt 
was the intention of the navy depart- 
ment to have the Colombian authori- 
ties informed that po troops could be 
landed on the isthmus from these ves- 
sels, but their releise and departure 
from Buena Ventura without troops 
wmade this course unecessary. 

The state department has received a 
eablegram from Ambassador Porter at 
Paris, saying that the sympathies of the 
French people are with the Pauamia re- 
public.

Oltizens Demand That Their Names 
Be Removed From Liquor Blacklist 
Antrim, N. H., Noy. 12—A _ large 
number of the residents of Antrim have 
united in a movement to nave their 
hames removed from the liquor black- 
list which was posited last week ina 
hotel at HillsUoro Bridge by former 
Governor Goodell of this town.

kins Displayed Great Fortitude. 


The late William L. Elkins of Phila-| The New Lodge Hasa Large Gather- ie 


delphia, millionaire traction magnate 
and financier, was a great jadge and 
admirer of horseflesh and a superb rid- 
er, says the Philadelphia Press. Three 
times horses had nearly been the 
death of him. 
dence was at Cold Spring, Pa., 
years ago he was accustomed to drive 
out there from Philadelphia after office 
hours. On one occasion his horse ran 
away, threw him out of his carriage, 
and he was left stunned and bleeding 
on the roadside. 

Mr. Elkins was always noted for the 


some 


possession of great nerve and resolu- 
tion. Upon this occasion when he re- 
covered from the shock he determined 
to walk straight home, two miles dis- 
tant, although there were a number of 
farmhouses near the road intervening. 
Not only this, but, although in great 
pain, he picked up a number of articles 
which had dropped from the carriage 
and carried them with him. 

Upon his arrival it was found that 
his shoulder had been dislocated, four 
ribs had been broken and that he had 
sustained other injuries. When the 
surgeon was about to administer anzs- 
thetics he declined to have the drug 
used and submitted without a groan to 
the painful series of operations. 

His third accident was the result of a 
horse’s fright. He was elected in 1879 
by city councils of Philadelphia as a di- 
rector of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company. 

Soon after his election by councils he 
paid a visit, in company with Presi- 
dent Scott and other directors, to 
Grand Rapids. The party was being 
driven in carriages to the station. 
With Mr. Elkins were Mr. Thaw and 
Mr. Parker Shortridge, a director of the 
company. The horses became fright- 


ened and began to run. Mr. Thaw 
jumped out and escaped uninjured. 
Mr. Elkins was thrown violently into 


the road as the horses made a wild 
dash around a bend. He fell ¢ith one 
of his legs doubled under him, with the 
weight of his heavy body upon it. The 
result was a compound fracture of the 
hip bone. 

In connection with this curious acci- 
dent Mr. Elkins displayed two marked 
traits of his character—great resolu- 
tion and fortitude and his love of 
home. He asked to be sent to his 
wife at Philadelphia at once. The sur- 
geon who had set the broken limb in 
a plaster cast said that the journey 
would probably kill him, but he in- 
sisted, and Colonel Scott had a special 
car prepared for him. When his son, 
George W. Elkins, met him at the old 
Pennsylvania railroad station at Thir- 
ty-second and Market streets he was 
in a low condition. At that time Mar- 
ket street was paved with cobble. The 
journey to the house over these rough 
stones proved to be the most trying of 
the.entire trip from Grand-Rapids, but 
once at home he said that he felt re- 
paid for all that he had undertaken.

WILD TIMES 


‘Cars Wrecked by Rioters 
| on Street. 
‘Probably No One Was 
| Killed. 


But Many Were Seriously Injured 


in the Assaults. 


Chicago, Nov. I3.—Ccustaut seenes of 


, disorder over a district approximately 
50 square miles in extent resusted from 


the inauguration of u strike by the em- 
| ployes of one of the two principal sur- 
face street railways in Chicago. All 
along the lines wherever cars were 
started strike sympathizers made des- 
perate onslaughbts cn the crews, begin- 
ping at dawn of day and continuing as 
long as cars remained on the tracks. 
The tie-up was made complete. 

A number of cars were wrecked and 
that no person was killed is no fault of 
the rioters. One msn had his pbick 
broken and the first shot of the strilze 
was fired on Wentw orth avenue, where 
a mob of several hundred persons tried 
to hold up a train. 

Many persons, chiefly non-union 
street car men, were injured by flying 
stones or splintered glass. Two women 
were a’nong those hurt. 

Excepting a few dozen passengers 
who had to flee fom the cars, the 300,- 
000 daily patcons of the company were 
forced to all sorts of other methods to 
get down town and back. 

With faees and hands ble-ding from 
the attacks of the strikers, motorinen, 
gripmea and conductors who tried to 
run trains returned to the parns and 
refused to go out again unless the trains 
bore platoons of police or patrol] wagons 
were alongside. 
| The police confined their efforts to sce- 
|ing that the passage of cars frow the 
| harns was unobstructed and that crowds 
} 


and blockades in the streets were 
quickly cleared. This was done under 
orders from Mayor Harrison, whose an- 
| nounced purpose was to preserve au im- 
| partial attitude, taking sides neither 
for nor against the strikers or the strect 
car company, which, though known as 
the Chicago City railway, is a private 
corporation, the lines of which extend 
| through the south side of the city, 
radiating from the business centre. 
Herman F. Schuettler was appointed 
assistant chief of police aud he will 
have charge of the police during the 
strike. Schuettler bas a remarkable 
record for personal daring and astute- 
ness.

CARVING THE TURKEY. 


How to Dissect the Sacculent Holi- 
day Fowl, 

If there is one person at the annual 
Christmas feast who is not really and 
truly happy it is he to whom is intrust- 
ed the important task of carving the. 
turkey. For the benefit of those who 
are called upon to prepare the turkey 
for the plates of the feasters a few 
words of advice are always acceptable. 

And first and all important is the ad- 
monition to secure a tender bird and a 
sharp knife, for upon these two consid- 
erations depend the peace of mind and 
the success of the carver. Incidentally 
it is an excellent thing to have the 
guests engaged in active conversation, 
because no matter how skillful the 
carver he will surely be handicapped 
if the moment required for his task is 
marked by silence on the part of those 
about the board. 

Once the conditions made favorable 
the carver grasps the fork in his left 
hand and places it in the breast of the 
turkey. Then the knife, held in the 
right hand, is laid parallel with and 
close to the neck just above where the 
left wing is joined to the body. The 
knife is brought down with a sweep, 
and the joint is disconnected. The 
carver continues the stroke downward 
and separates the leg and then the sec- 
ond joint from the carcass. This oper- 
ation is repeated on the members of 
the right side of the fowl. 

The next task and one which seems 
comparatively simple is the slicing of 
the breast meat. The slices should be 
made parallel to the breast bone so as 
to follow the grain of the meat. The 
meat appears far more palatable when 
so cut. After slicing off the breast 
meat the wishbone is removed by slip- 
ping the knife under the point of the 
bone and sweeping it downward to- 
ward the neck. 

The stroke which for ordinary sized 
families is generally the last is that 
which is taken upward from the 
“pope’s nose” so as to catch the “oys- | 
ter bone.” This stroke reveals the stuff- | 
ing, which can be sliced off easily. | 
And with the service of this the carver | 
lays aside knife and fork, happy be- 
eause of the successful accomplish- 
ment of a difficult task. 


How to Prevent Christmas Tree Fires. 
People cannot be too careful in guard- 

ing against fire when trimming a 

Christmas tree, says a writer in Good 

Housekeeping. There bave been scores 

of Christmas tree fatalities in homes 

and in Sunday schools which very 

little care might have prevented. The 

writer once set a tree in a_ blaze, 

consuming nearly half of it, tinsel 

ornaments going with the green 

branches. A tiny candle had been 

wired too high, and it took only a few 

minutes of its brisk heat to char a 

branch above it and start a flame. A 

thick portiere was torn from its pole 

and thrown over the blaze. If it had 

not been at hand, the light window cur- | 
tains in another minute would have 
caught fire. Since that Christmas our 
tree has always been placed in the cen- 
ter of the room, and we have eschewed 
cotton wool, tissue paper angels and 
celluloid ornaments. First of all, we 
wire each candle securely in place at 
the farthest end of a branch which has 
nothing above it, either fir tree or | 
trimming. Then as the tree is denuded 

we watch carefully the fast disappear- 

ing candles. Sometimes one of them, 

nearly burned down, will topple over 

or be merely a spark of flame, but near 

to something inflammable, and be a 

menace. 


How to Make Scotch Short Bread. 
Many people either buy or make 
Scotch short bread during the hol- 
idays. It is exceedingly difficult to 
make properly. The Scotch housewife 
remembers the proportions as follows: 
“A quarter, a half, a pound,” by 
which she means one-quarter of a 


|pound of granulated sugar, one-half 


pound of butter and one pound of sift- 
ed flour, but as a matter of fact a little 
more sugar is required, at least five 
ounces. These ingredients must be 
thoroughly mixed and kneaded on aj} 
board like bread, then rolled out about 


}an inch thick, the edges crinkled or 


ornamented in the same manner as pie 
crust and baked in a slow oven. Some- 
times seed candies, white and red, or 
strips of citron are used for making an 
ornamental pattern on the cake. 


How to Make Cocoanut Cream Candy. 
Put two teaspoonfuls of butter in an 
agate pan. When melted, add half a 
cup of milk and one and one-half cup- 
fuls of sugar; stir until sugar is dis- 
solved. Bring to the boil and boil about 
twelve minutes. Remove from the fire. 
Add one-half cup of shredded cocoanut 
and half a teaspoonful of vanilla; then | 
beat until creamy and mixture begins 


and mark in squares. Broken nut 
meats may be used instead of cocoa- 
nut. 


How to Prepare Sweet Potato Sweets. 
A truly delicious way to serve sweet 
potatoes is to prepare them in the fol- 
lowing manner: Slice cold boiled sweet 
potatoes In half. Sprinkle with salt, a 
little pepper and a perfect deluge of | 
sugar. Fry ‘u a pan of hot grease, lib- | 
erally spreading sugar on the upward | 
side. Turn and brown, cooking slow: | 
ly. When taken out the sugar should | 
have cooked to candy, which will | 
string from one potato to another when | 
lifted. 


How to Make Frozen Fruit Cup. 

A frozen fruit cup comes as a pleas- 
ant and delicate bit of coolness after 
the Christmas plum pudding or mince | 
pie. Serve in thin glasses. Fill each | 
about three-fourths up with lemon. | 
orange or raspberry ice and pour over 
the ice one tabiespoonful of kirsch, 
maraschino, ete. Then arrange very 
thin slices of banana and malaga 
grapes, cut in half, seeded and skinned, 
on the tops.

Governor 
Melendez tried to send 25 armed men 
to Porto Bello, but they were stopped 
by the United States gunboat Nash- 
ville and compelled to return. A 
schooner loaded with Panamaian troops 
Was sent yesterday to Bocasdel ‘Toro, 
but they went unarmed. 

The United States naval authorities 
on the Colon side of the isthuius have 
not yet received any official communi- 
cation saying that the United States has 
recognized the provisional Panamaian 
government. Consequently, they can- 
not treat in any way officially with the 
Panamaian representatives. The Awer- 
ican warships have not yet saluted the 
flag of the new republic.

BACK TAKES. 


Why Not Collect Some of 
the Thousands. 


Are the Books Properly 
Audited ? 


The City Very Lax About This 
important Matter. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger : 


The tax-payers of Quificy are well 
aware that the present administration 
has been an extravagant one; that 
money has been expended right and 
left just as though the supply was un- 
limited, while the fact is that the city 
is close upon its debt limit and the city 
treasurer has hard work to get cash 
enough to meet the ever-growing cur- 
rent demands. Property is assessed 
all out of proportion to what it will 
bring in open market, The tax-payer 
asks what becomes of all this money 
and why these excessive valuations ? 
Why not collect some of the thousands 
of dollars of back taxes that are due, 
instead of carrying them from year to 
year as an asset, thus adding to the 
tax rate ? 3 

How often are the books of the of- 
ficials who handle all of this money 
examined by an expert? So far as 
Ican learn the city is very-lax about 
this most important matter. The 
books of the tax collector should be 
examined in this manner every year 
and the result made public. If I am 
correctly informed this has not been 
done for many years. Bond companies 
consider tax collectors as the most 
hazardous of risks, simply because of 
laxity in enforcing the law relative to 
collecting back taxes. 

According to the last city book there 
was due the city in uncollected taxes 
on January 1, for the years 1895, 1896, 
1897, 1898 and 1899 $21,169.05. The 
treasurer’s statement of October 1 cur- 
rent tells us that thus far this year 
nothing has been collected of the taxes 
of 1895, 1896 and 1897, and but $244.82 
of the tax of 1898 and 1899, leaving a 
balance of $20,924.73 of these five years 
uncollected. Who owes these 
Tax-payers have a right to 
know the names of these delinquents. 

Besides this I find by the same city 
book that there was uncollected on Jan- 
uary 1, $260,103.47 of the years 1900, 
1901 and 1902, and by the same treas- 
urer’s statement of October 1 that of 
this amount but $144,569.21 had been 
collected this year, so that there was 
due the city for taxes of the years 1885 
to 1902 inclusive $136,459.04, all of 
which is carried as an asset of the city. 

Read what a bond company says 
about auditing accounts of tax collect- 
ors, and see if it is not high time that 
the tax payers should be alive to the 
situation. It would seem that Quincy 
is following in the footsteps of the town 
referred to below.

Dear Sir:—Referring to the circular 


which you kindly handed me _ this 
morning in the matter of taxation in 
Quincy. 

I agree with you that those peuple 
who pay taxes promptly are entitled to 
know the names of the delinquents who 
deprive a city or town of its financial 
resources. I consider the proper way 
to give this information to the public 
is to bave an annual publication, or 
semi-annual publication of 
taxes. This will bring to light any 
discrepancy in the accounts of the tax 
collector and notify the community at 
large with regard to those who are be- 
hind hand. 

A further word with regard to the 
question of tax collectors in this section 
of Massachusetts. They are considered 
by people in our class of business to be 
the most hazardoas bonds written for 
municipalities; that is, a bond fur the 
faithful performance of his duties by a 
tax collector is considered an exception- 
ally hazardous risk, and it has been so 
proven through a series of years. 


I will state to you a question in point 
which has come to my knowledge. An 
old fashioned gentleman who had been 
tax collector for twenty-three years of 
one of our large towns in Massachusetts 
came to me to secure a bond for $25,000 
for the faithful performance of his 
duties. Linguired when his accounts had 
been audited and he told me five years 
previous. I informed him we would 
not be willing to accept him unless a 
prompt audit was at once made of his 
accounts, and while he showed some 
personal means of about $50,000, I in- 
sisted on this requisite. 

Subsequently he found it more con- 
ivenient to go to some other surety 
company who alsoinsisted on the same 
procedure which I asked for to start 
with, which led to an audit being made. 
It was found that he was $119,000 short

AMATEUR COIN MAKERS 


Growth of Iowa Community's 
Minting Business. 


THE MONEY IS MADE OF ALUMINIUM 


Novel Scheme Adopted by Williams 
(ia.) Citizens to Expand Circula- 
tlon—The Coins Have No Intrinsic 
Value, but Can Be Passed For Mer- 
echandise and Drinks. 


Tired of an “expanded 
currency” and seeing it only in bargain 
counter lots, the merchants and farm- 
ers of Williams, Ia., and its vicinity 
have gone into the minting business on 
their own account and are turning out 
barrels of coins—dollars, half dollars, 
quarters and dimes—which pass cur- 
rent for anything from a shave to a 
thrashing machine. The coins are made 
of aluminium, and an individual's 
wealth is gauged by his shape, the 
lumpiest person being the richest be- 
cause the bulging pockets contain hand- 
fuls of fiat money. 

The coins have practically no intrin- 
sic value, but are redeemable at stores 
for merchandise and at saloons for 
drinks, their value being guaranteed 
by the association of merchants au- 
thorizing their issue. 

The first coins minted were given out 
by merchants as rebates on purchases

The size of the 
contribution boxes in the churches bas 
been increased, and the only place in 
town that won't accept the aluminium 
fractional currency is the post oflice. 
Uncle Sam demands money of his own 
kind.

“The newspapers have been pretty 
busy with me for the last six months. 
I guess the world has a pretty bad 
opinion of me. That's another thing I 
don’t kick avout, especially if it’s be 
cause I’m an advocate of force in labor 
unions. I believe in that. That makes 
me out a bad man, but I tell you that 
it’s the only way organized labor has 
ever gained anything in New York city. 
Figure it out for yourself. Did arbitra- 
tion raise wages? Not once, but strikes 
did. Does arbitration keep nonunion 
men off buildings? Not much. I re- 
member how that is done. 

“Many’s the time I have gone to the 
boys and called for volunteers and 
with them gone down town to a build- 
ing where the boys had been struck and 
nonunion men had taken their places. 
It was only a case of waiting around 
the corner until the whistle blew. In 
most cases that was enough. The non- 
union men didn’t come back the next 
day. 

“I was a young fellow in Chicago six- 
teen years ago and tried bridge build- 
ing. Of course I joined the union. and, 
being pretty husky, it wasn’t long be- 
fore the big men noticed me, and I be- 
came a member of what you people 
have been calling the ‘entertainment 
committee. There was lots of work 
for me to do. 

“I spent most of my time outside the 
city. I was on the bridge in Louisville | 
when it fell, taking sixty of the boys! 
with it. I got out somehow, and then! 
in 1896 I came on here. The union was 
in a bad way then, and when I was 
elected a walking delegate soon after- | 
ward L didn’t do anything for six 
months ut work to get them together. 
The last time 1 was at a meeting near- | 
ly 4,000 men were on the rolls. 

“Now I’m out of the labor movement 
forever. I hope to come out of prison 
all right. I’m going to do all I can to 
get back my health. I’m telling you 
this only because I hope some of the 
boys will see it and read it and think 
about it. Keep away from money | 
transactions in every way, shape and 
form. Let them do that, and it’s all | 
right.” 

Just before reaching the prison Parks | 
asked the deputy sheriff if he could! 
have just a minute. This was granted, } 
and then Parks drew from his mana- |} 
cled hand a plain gold ring, kissed it | 
and placed it in an envelope. 

“On your life, Johnnie, give that to 
her,” said he to a friend who accom-| 
panied him.

To Obtain a Slim Waist. 
It’s nice to be plump, but to be plump 
in the wrong place is misery. French

The best thing 
for a wongtn to do when she has al- 
lowed her “form to get out of form” is 


' to regain it by taking gymnastic train- 


ing of some kind, fencing or clubs or 
dumbbells. In the modern gymnasium 
there is such an apparatus for the 
waist—two great ropes from the ceiling 
terminate in a pair of padded metal 
rings, into which you slip your arms, 
and, poising your toes within the cen- 
tral disk on the floor, you sWing your- 
self round and round in a circle, mak- 
ing your toes the pivot. It is splendid 
for indigestion, this apparatus, and for 
one’s condition generally as well as 
one’s figure. The action @omes greatly 
from the waist, which should be the 
strongest part of the body and which 
by no means implies the thickest. The 
waist should be firm and in reason 
slight. 


Table Mats. 

The common custom of using rush 
mats under hot dishes as a protection 
to the polished wood does not appeal 
to a housewife as giving an alr of 
daintiness to a prettily set dining ta- 
ble, and we suggest a pretty idea for 
table mats. Cut a round or oblong 
piece of linen the size desired and em- 
broider with sprays of flowers or a 
conventional design, then cut two 
pieces half as large for the underside. 
Place the two straight edges together, 
which should be on the selvage at the 
middle across the center. When placed 
in this manner they are the size of the 
upper piece, and both should be basted 


‘together and a scallop worked around 


the edge through the top and under- 
side. Now you have a mat with an 
opening in the center, into which you 
can slip a piece of asbestus cut the 
shape of the linen, only a trifle small- 
er. When the mat needs laundering 
slip out the asbestus and launder same 
as doilies. 


A Medical Defense of Corsets. 

The use of the corset is to transmit 
the pressure of the skirt bands to the 
hips and the ribs and to protect 
from their pressure the organs in the 
region of the waist. The conclusion 
is that so long as skirt bands are fas- 
tened round the waist corsets should 
be worn. They should be stiffer than 
usually made if they are effectively to 
protect the soft middle portion of the 
body from the pressure of the waist- 
band. The front should be 
straight. and the waist measurement 
should be at least as large as the wear-

For the Teeth. 

About once a week put a few drops 
of tincture of myrrh in the water with 
which you brush your teeth. It helps 
to sweeten the breath. A good denti- 
frice is made of fine chalk, three drams; 
Spanish soap, one dram; Florentine or- 
ris root, one dram; carbonate of soda, 
one-half dram. Shave the soap very 
fine. It is a good plan to keep a small 
piece of white castile soap on the toilet 
table and rub the toothbrush over it 
when brushing the teeth. Used once a 
day it cleanses teeth and gums. A good 
tooth wash for occasional use is made 
by dissolving two ounces of powdered 
borax in three pints of boiling water. 
As the solution cools mix with it one 
tablespoonful of spirits of camphor 
and one teaspoonful of tincture of 
inyrrh. Keep in a well stopped bottle 
and for use mix about two tablespoon- 
fuls with a gill of lukewarm water. 
Use this once a week instead of the 
tincture of myrrh.

Miss Louise Lee Hardin, president of 
the Denver Women’s Business club, 
has started to put into execution a 
plan for the extinction of the masher, 
says the Kansas City Times.

Two New Orders for High 
School Enlargement. 


Tax Loan Order Not 
Reported. 


But a $50,000 Loan Order Is 
Substituted. 


The much-talked tax loan order for 
$90,000 was not reported upon Monday 
evening in the City Council, as it is 
said to be illegal, but a new loan order 
for $50,000 was introduced. There 
were also two new orders relating to 
the enlargement of the High school- 
house, 

Councilmen Cleverly, Hadlock, Lan- 
gelier, Loud, Meyer, Smith, Walsh and 
Alden were the absentees. 

Councilman Nickerson called the 
meeting to order at 7.49 and upon roll 
call was elected chairman.

NAVAL MAGAZINE. 


Squantum Head Supposed to be 
the Site Selected. 


Secretary Moody transmitted to the 
House, with his approval, on Monday a 
report of a naval board appointed to 
select a site for a naval magazine, An 
appropriation of $500,000 is urged for 
the construction of the magazine ‘‘on 
or near the New England coast, north of 
Cape Cod.’’ The site selected is seven 
miles from the Boston navy yard and 
four miles from Nantasket roads. 

The Boston Advertiser says the land 
favored is supposed to be the area 
known as Squantum, at the mouth of 
the Neponset river. 

Probably it is not the flats near the 
river as the Advertiser thinks but 
Squantum head. 

The new supply depo: will be located 
on a government reservation entirely by 
itself and carefully isolated from any 
| large centres of population. The tract 
of land used will be shut off from the 
surrounding country, although of course 
having adequate railroad connections 
and wharfage facilities necessary to 
transporting ammunition, 

No house other than those of the em- 
ployes will be allowed on the premises 
and visitors will be rigidly excluded. 

The immense plant will consist of a 
collection of very large and carefally 
constructed buildings for the storage of 
the death-dealing material employed in 
naval warfare. 

The arrangement of these buildings 
will be made the subject of careful 
study by naval architects, with a view 
of so placing them that an explosion in 
one will not extend to the others, 

There will be one or more buildings 
for the storage of powder of various 
kinds; others for projectiles of all sizes 
and kinds, and still others for the care 
of torpedoes. 

The construction of this plant will 
require considerable time and the ex- 
penditure of a very large sum of money. 
But the navy departaent feels justified 
in’making the outlay, feeling that it is 
something demanded and demanded at 
once. 

While the plans for this ammunition 
station ure not yet fully decided upon, 
it can be said that to it will be brought 
ammunition stores or all kinds from all 
the stations and yards in the country. 
In the navy yards there will be left 
only such small supplies as are actually 
needed for immediate use. 

The opening of this reservation will 
mean the discontinuance of the Chelsea 
powder houses. Also all ammunition 
from the Boston yard will be at once 
removed. All that from the Brooklyn 
and Philadelphia yards may also be 
promptly removed in order to get rid of 
the present menace to those great

The 
principal! captures have been curtains 
and lace goods from St. Gall, Switzer- 
land, which were worked through Eu- 
rope and got ont im such shape as to 
require no consular invoice. 
The consuls at St. Gall and 


at Ant- 
werp, Which was the port of shipment, 
are in no way concerned in the frauds, 
all the vicious business being con- 
ducted by private parties till the goods 
reached Boston. ‘There the eoods were 
entered in small lots often as “samples” 
valued at one-tenth or one-twentieth of 
the marked value. Fortunately the 
discovery was nade in time to en- 
able the government actually to seize a 
large amount of “crooked” freight so 
that when the cases of implicated par- 
up in the criminal courts, the 
exhibits will be oun band to show the 
jury. 

Two examiners were suspended last 
week, Trafton and Shedd. They have 
udmitted to their superiors that they 
were at least careless ic their work, 
passing imports as examined which 
they had not examined at all and of 
which they knew nothing as to char- 
acter of goods or values. Other sus- 
peusions and arrests are looked for in 
the near future. 

The collector of customs at Boston is 
in no way involved in the matter beyond 
the necessary complaint that such 
things ought not to have gone on in 
a great business establishment and es- 
eaped the knowledge or suspicion of its 
head. 

There has been no special overhauling 
of other custom houses on the lines of 
Boston investigation. Ali the larger 
ones have been inspected within the 
last year, and the inspection at Balti- 
more caused some sensational develop- 
ments, but nothing of the magnitude of 
that at Boston.

Anti-Trust Measures

It is not surprsing that the proposed 

loan order to borrow $90,000 in an- 
ticipation of taxes already collected 
was found to be illegal. The same fate 
may await the loan, order for $50,000 
introduced in the City Council this 
1 week, although the City Solicitor has 
given an off-hand opinion that it is 
legal. A loan order for specific -pur- 
poses or improvements would pass 
muster, but a loan order to meet ‘‘cur- 
rent expenses’’ is quite another thing. 
“ This loan is wanted to extend matur- 
ing debt, some of which are temporary 
lloans which the law requires sh&ll be 
|paid out of the taxes of the year and 
| within one year of the date of issue. 
A climax seems to have been reached 
jin the financial affairs of thg. city. 
|From year to year the staan has 
| been growing worse, each year over- 
jlapping the other. Unpaid taxes of 
five six and even seven years have been 
regarded as good assets, but it is well 
| known that they are not. For political 
effect, tax rates have been placed lower 
than they should have been. Loans 
authorized for special purposes have 
been negotiated immediately, months be- 
fore they were needed, just to help out 
current expenses, 

The responsibility does not rest sole- 
| ly upon the present administration, but 
there should be no attempt by the ad- 
ministration to deceive the people. The 
jissue should be met squarely and 
| settled permanently not temporarily.

Vote Against a Strike 


SET EXAMPLE FOR OTHERS 


Belief That Wage Reduction In Cote 
ton Mills of New England Will Be- 
come Still More General— Decision 


to Accept Not Without Protest 


Boston, Noy. 19.—Developments in 
the cotton mill situation, which include 
the announcement of wage reductions 
at Suncoak,.N. H., and Putnam, Conn., 
important in themselves as coming from 
sections where a new wage scledule 
had not been generally 
were overshadowed by the result of 
the meetings of ‘Textile unions of Fall 
River last night vhen, by a large ma- 
jority, the suggestion expressed in a 
resolution adopted by the Textile coun- 
cil and submitted to the individual 
unions for their approval, and which 
Was against the calling of a_ strike, 
was adopted. 

While the action of the union in en- 


| dorsing the known sentiment of the 


council was generally expected it can 
hardly fail to have a widespread effect 
in influencing subsequent actions taken 
by operatives in other places where new 
wage schedules have been announced. 


It is believed that operatives gen- 
eraliy wil: abandon ali thought of a 


possible strike and follow the course 
chosen by the Fall River employes as 
the wiser under the circumstances. 

It is also believed that manufac- 
turers in other cotton centres will now 
feel encouraged to carry out any plans 
they may have in mind for the better- 
ment of themselves without regard to 
the possible course that might be 
adopted by theic employes as a result. 

Those closest to manufacturers and 
operatives foresee in last night's de- 
velopments in Fall River more reason 
to believe that the wage reduction in 
the cotton mills of New England will 
become still more gereral. 

That the men accept the new condi- 
tion only because they consider that 
they have no choice in the matter was 
made plain in the text of the resolu- 
tion adopted at Fall River, which 
stated that the time is not opportune 
for a strike and warned the manufac- 
turers that the operatives will awaita 
favorable opportunity to make a de- 
termined effort to secure a restoration 
of the present wage schedule, This 
resolution was not accepted without 
protest on the part of a large numberin 
each union who openly advocated an 
immediate strike. What the majority 
believed tobe a wiser counsel, however, 
prevailed, and the vote showed by far 
the iarger number ir. favor of remaining 
at work and biding their time to se- 
cure an adjustment of alleged 
ances. 

The meetings were not largely attend- 
ed, as is shown by the votes recorded, 
which represent less than a mInajority 
of the members.

Insects and Reptiles Barred 

Washington, Noy. 19.—Acting Post- 
master General Wynne has issued an 
order directing a rigid enforcement of 
the section of postal laws and regula- 
tions which absolutely excludes all in- 
sects and reptiles from the mails. 
Specimens of the Texas bo}l weevil, an

The shock of the explosion shook 
buildings, broke windows and rattled 
dishes and tables in homes for miles 
around. Only small bits of Blair's body, 
which was torn to pieces, were re 
covered. He leaves a widow and five 
children. 

Only the fact that the buildings are 
frailly constructed and located a con- 
siderable distance from each other pre- 
vented the destruction of the entire 
plant. The mouetary loss is com- 
paratively small.

Itself on Record 


LONG AND HOT DISCUSSION 


President Gompers Says Socialism Is 
Unsound Economically, Wrong So- 
clally aud an Impossibility In an 


Industrial Sense 


Boston, Noy. 19.—In historic Faneuil 
hall, aud at the end of a session re- 
markable because of the fervor of its 
oratory and the intensity of its forensic 
strife, the attempt of the Socialist dele- 
gates to have the organization pledge 
itself to Socialism was signally de- 
feated at the convention ot the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. Nine resolu- 
tious, presented by followers of So- 
cialism, calling for the adoption of the 
principles ot that political party had 
been reported upon unfavorably by the 
| Committee on resolutions, and delegates 
| representing a yoting strength of 11,282 
registered themselves in support of the 
| colomittee’s recommendation, while 
delegates with 2185 numerical votes 
threw their power against the report of 
the committee and in favor of the 
resolution, 
| ‘The issue was discussed all yesterday 
\ as well as part of uesday. <All the 
leaders of both sides engaged in de- 
bate. Just before the yote tiking the 
conyention became tumultuous over 
the question of the right of certain dele- 
gates to speak after the hour of 4, when 
the discussion was to have been 
stopped, a parliamentary condition 
which was not only a sequence of, but 
which was to sothe extent incited by 
Socialist Delegate Carey’s heated con- 
demnation of Vice President Duncan's 
attack upon the Socialists. 
The climay of the day of battle vas 
In an in- 


| 


| President Gompers himself. 
tense and impressive manner and in 
bitter and unqualified language, he 
scourged Socialism, and the attempt to 
induce the convention to adopt its prin- 
ciples. 

Mr. Gompers pointed out that a vote 
for the resolutions presented sould 
be construed by the world as an en- 
dorsement of Socialism. The So- 
cialists did not want trade urionists 
elected to office. Wherever there have 
been Socialists, said the speaker, they 
have always opposed the trade union- 
ists who wera running for office outside 
the Federation of Labor. He became 
very earnest and even bitter ir his state- 
ments against Socialism, and was in- 
| terrupted frequently from the floor. 
|“The trade uniou movement must re- 

main uninterfered with by the doctrines 
of Socialism,” cried Mr. Gompers. 

He said the boot and shoe workers and 
the cigar makers in some parts of the 
country had been threatened with boy- 
cott by Socialists unless they agreed to 
follow the lines which the Socialists 
marked out. He said he had studied 
Socialism fer more than 30 years; he 
had studied the tactics of the So- 
cialists, and he knew what they had 
“up their sleeve.” 

“IT am at variance with your philos- 

H ophy,” said the president emphatically. 
| “Economically you are unsound, so- 
cially you are wrong, and industrially 
you are an impossibility;” and he con- 
cluded with the%words: “I have an 
abiding faith in the trades union move- 
ment because it is the protector of labor 
today, and if emancipation comes someé- 
time it must be the trades union moye- 
ment that will achieve it.” 

Great applause followed the con- 
clusion of Mr. Gompers’ speech, and the 
roll cali on the question concurring in 
the coramittee’s report was begun at 
| 3:55 amid considerable enthusiasm. 
John Mitchell, for the delezation from 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
voted to support the committce’s re- 
Roses throwing 2173 votes out of the 


possible 14,009 to be cast. The an- 
nouncement of the final defeat of the 
resolution was hailed with prolonged 
applause.

RATHBONE IS IN EVIDENCE) 


Charges to Present 
Postal 


Said to Hage 
Against General—VWormer 
Official 


In Hanna and Teller 


Has Staunch Supporters 


Washington, Nov. 20.—The hokiing of 
the hearing of the senate committee on 
military affairs on General 
promotion behind closed doors was 
something of a surprise. ‘The commit- 


tee apparently found it hard to decide 
as to the degree of publicity to be 
given these proceedings. It was un- 
derstood early in the week that the sen- 
ate’*tom mittee on military affairs would 


| admit only representatives of the press 


associations to report the hearing. As 
late as Wednesday there was reason to 
think that the policy would be still 
more liberal and that the correspondents 
of newspapers especially interested in 
the case would be allowed in the room. 
An informal announcement to the ef- 
fect that the inquiry would be pub- 
lic had been made and a large uum- 
ber of newspaper men had gathered in 
the committee room when the commit- 
tee was called to order. ‘They were, 
however, immediately asked to retire. 
Before closing the doors there were ex- 
changes of opinion concerning the pro- 
priety of making the proceedings pub- 
lic. The point was raised by Sexator 


| Quarles and several other members of 
i 


the committee sustained him, all of 
thein taking the position that as the 
business was executive in character the 
committee had no right to make it pub- 
lie without first securing an order from 
the senate. 

Senator Scott made a plea for open 


| sessions during the hearing, basing his 


contention on the ground of the gen- 
eral public interest. The committee 
decided to proceed in executive session 
and to present to the senate the ques- 
tion of opening the doors during the 


| hearing. 


In addition to the members: of the 
committee and newspaper men, Sena- 
tors Teller and Hanna and Major 
Rathbone were present, the three last 
named being prepared to present objec- 
tions to General Wood'« confirmation. 
It was stated that no« arges had yet 
been filed against the general, but 
Senator Proctor, who presided, said that 
he understood Major Rathbone would 
present such charges. 

In the executive session Senator 
Hanna’s statement dealt especially with 
his active interest in behalf of Rath- 
bone when he was under prosecution 
| for malfeasance in office as director of 

posts for Cuba, in 1960, and in subse- 
quent years. He said that Wood's re- 
quirement that Rathbone should givea 
cash Lond of $25,000 in American gold 
when he was first arrested wus beyond 
all reason, in view of the fact that the 
amount be was charged with misap- 
| propriating was only about $4000, and 
he contended that a man who would be 
sO upjust and so unfair under the cir- 
| eummstances should not be entrusted 
with high command. He also spoke of 
his long acquaintance with Rathbone 
and reiterated his confidence in his 
integrity. 
| Senator Teller said that he. had 
known Rathbone for many years and 
from his knowiedge of him both in pub- 
lic and private life he felt the major 
had been anjustly treated under the di- 
rections of Wood. He then took up the 
question of the promotion of Wood and 
| went into details to show that he had 
| been pressed forwardin an “unpre- 
| cedented manner.” He said that from 
the time of the heginning of the Cuban 
war, When Wood was a surgeon with the 
rank of captain, le had been lifted 
over the heads of almost 100 other offi- 
, cers, of whom half had seen service in 


Senator Proctor, acting chairman of

reached Washington, whither I am 
proceeding via Port Limon and New 


Orleans. I also told Admiral Coghlan 
that if my efforts at Washington failed 
to bring about some arrangement con- 
cerning the present situation on the 
isthinus satisfactory to Colombia the 
United States woulu have to fight the 
entire Colombian people and that it 
would be a second Boer war. 

“I am going to Washington for the 
| purpose of doing my utmost to amicably 
arrange present matters. Colombia is 
in desperation. I' doubt if the Washing- 
ton government or President Roosevelt 
| realized the seriousness of establish-— 
ing this precedent. The large Gerinan 
colony in Rio Grande do Sul, Brazil, 
is declared to be inclining to a reyolu- 
tionary movement for indepevdence 
which the success of Panama will 
stimulate. > 

The government of Colombia is re- 
ceiving the sympathy of alk South 
America, which {s fearful of further 
American territorial uggrandizement in 
this direction. 

“I may propose when in Washington 
a plan contemplating the re-entrance of 
Panama into the Coiombian union and 
the moving of the Colombian eapita! to 
Panama city. I am sure that this idea 
will receive the support of all Co- 
lombians. I do not just know what my 
course of action will be, but I am go- 
ing to Washington in the interests of 
civilization.” 

Asked whether Colombian troops 
could reach the isthmus by land, Gen- 
eral Reyes answercd: “Yes, I can get 
106,000 men, build roads and, if it 
were not for the Americans, could sub- 
due the isthmians in a fortnight. I 
would rather die for the honor and in 
the defense of the integrity of my coun- 
try than sit with hands folded and see 
her lose the isthmus. I wilh do all E 
can at Washington to effect a diplo- 
matic arrangement if such be possible. 
I know the sentiments of my couniry- 
mei.” 

General Reyes sent a cableyram to 
Bogota advising his government that 
it was impossible to reach any agree- 
| ment with the government of Panna- 

ma and heace that Colombia's relations 

with that government were severed, 
and that he, accompanied by the other 
commissioners, was proceeding to 
Washington to fulfill his mission. 
| Questioued as to the rumor that the 
departments of Cauca and Antioquia 
| were auxious to join the republic of 

Panama, General Reyes said: ‘The re- 
| port of dissatisfaction in these depart- 
ments is not only untrue, but } am able 
| to say to you that the entire republic 
| is united in its determination

The financial articles in the Daily 
Ledger of late have been a revelation to 
many taxpayers, who have been sur- 
prised at the situation ef the city. 
They haye told the Ledger so, and say 
a public service has been done in pre- 
senting the facts. There is no disposi- 
tion on the part of the city administra- 
tion, or any of the city officials to dis- 
cuss the situation, or to deny the facts. 
Some say the city owes the large bills, 
notes, assessments, etc., and they must 
be made. No one desires to repudiate 
them, but let it be done legallyyrpopenly 
and without any attempt to btind the 
voters and the taxpayers. 

Tell them why not a cent bas this 
year been collected on the unpaid taxes 
of 1895, 1896 and 1897, which are 
carried as an asset. The following 
summary shows the uncollected taxes 
by years on Jan. 1 last, and the amount 
collected to Nov. 1:

The Oct. 31 statement of the City 
Treasurer showed but $97,972.99 collect- 
ed on tha levy of $414,780.02 for 1903, 
although interest began Novy. 1. A few 
days’ grace is allowed however, and 
the Oity Treasurer told the City Coun- 
cil Nov. 11 that about $165,000 had 
been received on accoant of the tax of 
1903. This leaves at least $250,000 of 
the levy upon which taxpayers find it 
necessary t) pay interest. The fact is 
that a large percentage of the taxpayers 
tind themselves hard pushed with taxes, 
sewer assessments, sewer connections, 
plumbing, sidewalk assessments, etc., 
and for this reason there is nesd of 
economy in city affairs. 


Drift of Opinion. 


Rn it is all very weil to talk about 
the blessings of large families.

| It Is Sent Every Thanksgiving From 
a Rhode Island Terkey Farm. 

Two days before Thanksgiving, for 
the last thirty years, a neat wooden 
box has been placed on board the train 
at the Westerly (R. L.) station*bearing 
the printed direction, “To the Presi- 
dent, Washington, D. C.” In the op- 
per left hand corner is more printed 
Information to the effect that the oox 
is sent by “Horace Vose, Dealer In 
Horses, Hogs and Poultry.” 

In November, 1873, when the first 
box was sent on its way from the 
Westerly station, Ulysses S. Grant was 
in the White House, and that box con- 
tained the turkey which graced the 
presidential table at the Thanksgiving 
feast. A big fellow it was, too, dress- 
ing thirty-six pounds, a fact of which 
the sender was justly proud. 

President Grant acknowledged the 
receipt of the big bird in a courteous 
note of thanks; and ever since then 
each succeeding year bas seen a simi- 
lar box containing a turkey as like in 
quality and size,as possible sent on its 
way to the nation’s capital. and a few 
days later every year a s..nilar note of 
thanks is received by Mr. Vose, signed 
either by the president himself or by 
his private secretary.—Roston Herald.

MILLER’S “UNFITNESS” 


Urged by Labor Men as Cause Why 
He Should Be R moved 


Bostun, Nov. 20.—The Amer’-an 
Federa on of Labor disposed sun- 


marily of the “open shop” issue, as 


raised in the case of William A. Miller, 
now employed in the government print- 
ing office at Washington, and the Miller 
case itself by unanimously declaring in 
favor of the union shop in govern- 
ment as well as private enterprises, 
and by petitioning President Roosevelt 
to re-examine the evidence offered 
against Miller and, if verified, remove 
Miller from the service. 

Although the resolution adopted pre- 
sented the federation’s view on both 
“open shop” and the Miller case, the 
issues are kept entirely distinct. The 
re-cxamiuation of the Miller case is 
not requested because Miller is a non- 
unionist, a circumstance formerly urged 
as a reason for his removal, but be- 
canse the federation believes Miller “is 
totaliy unfit to be in charge of working 
people.” 

Resolutions were adopted favoring 
the construction of the Panama canal 
by persous citizens of the United 
States, urging tbat the Chinese exclu- 
sion act be made to“pply in the Philip 
pine and Hawaiian islands and favoring 
women’s suffrage and the electienu of the 
president and ‘Jnited States senators 
by direct vote.

Consolidated in Adams Building Pre- 
sents Attractive Appearance. 


The Consolidated Grocery and 
Provision Co, threw open the doors of 
its store, in the Adams building, for 
the first time this morning. 
the first of the month when the F. D. 
Fellows Co. vacated the store, and W. 
R. Lofgren the carpenter commenced 
work on the alterations. It has been a 
rush job, and the thorough manner in 
which he has done his work shows that 
it is notnecessary to go out of town for 
a builder. Quite a transformation 
scene bas taken place in the interior of 
the store and it presents a very inviting 
appearance. 

The stock of goods carried in the stores 
of Messrs. Johnson, Brooks and Hay- 
ward have been transferred to the new 
store and arranged in a very attractive 
manner. 

The two sbow windows in front are 
what first attracts attention. Io one 
of these there is displayed a variety of 
Thanksgiving frufts, and ia the other 
fancy groceries. 

Entering the store and looking to the 
right one sees a row of shelves loaded 
down with canned goods of all kinds 
and fancy groceries. On the counters 
are the pastry and preserved fruit 
ceases Adjoining this is a large office 
plate glass front. 

On the left are a row of shelves upon 
which are bottled goods, which include 
pickles, olives and preserves of all kinds, 
teas and coffee. On the counter is a 
case of confectionery. 

Next to this is the dairy department, 
and on the shelves near by are shown 
cereals of all kinds. 

The back part of the store is devoted 
to the provision department. On the 
right sre shown strips of bacon, lamb, 
etc., and on the left are the large re- 
frigerators, The largest of the two is 
for meats and the smaller for vege- 
tables. 

On one end of the refrigerator, facing 
the front of the store, arranged on an 
incline, are boxes of vegetables; over 
them is a large mirror in which they 
are reflected. 

Near the refrigerator are the meat 
cutting blocks.

As to Speedy Disposal of Cu- 
ban Rec procity Measure 


MANY SPEECHES PREPARED 


But Some Wish to Hold Off Until 
After Beginning of Regular Session 
—Morgan Will Have Something to 


Say on Canal Matters 


Washington, Nov. 23.—The senate 
begins the week in a state of uucer- 
tainty as to whether a final ad{ourn- 
ment of the extra session will be se- 
cured during the week or the regular 
daily sessions continued. A majority 
of the senators are anxious to bring the 
session to a close and tu this end an 
agreement bas practically been en- 
tered into for a yote on Dev. 16 omthe 
Cuban reciprocity bill. The acquics 
cence of the house of representatives in 
the prograin, however, bas not been se- 
cured, and until the two houses reach 
an agreement no definite announce- 
ment can be made. Leading senators 
are rather confident that an adjourn- 
ment will be brought about and say it 
will be impossible to hold a quorum of 
either body after Thanksgiving. 

The present understanding is that a 
proposition to fix a day for adjournment 
will be made by the senate by tomorrow, 
whereupon it will be formally conveyed 
to the house. This will form a basis 
for negotiations, as thus far there has 
been no conference between members of 
the two houses on the adjournment 
question. 

The understanding in the senate is 
that the day for tuking a vote on the 
Cuban bill will be fixed without  re- 
gard to the adjournment of the extra 
session. The bill will then be re- 
ported by Senator Cullom, chairman of 
the conimittee on foreign relutions, and 
he will ask that a duy be fixed for the 
vote, whereupon Dec. 16 will be named 
if the present plan is carried out. 
When the Republican senators secure 
this agreement they will be compara— 
tively indifferent as to whether the 
senate remains in session or not. They 
think the extra session should come toa 
close, aS many senators desire to visit 
their homes before the regular session, 
but if an acjourument is not had there 
will be a senernl agreement among 
senaturs which will render it necessary 
for a majority to remain in Wash- 
ington. 

If any number of senators desire to 
mect for the purpose of making and 
listening to -peeches on-the €uban bill 
they will be allowed that privilege, 
with the understanding that no other 
business shall be taken up. If there 
are no speeches to be made the senate 
will take frequent adjournments for 
three days at a time, as permitted by 
the constitution, without reference to 
what the house nay do. There are a 
number of senators who desire to dis- 
cuss the Cuban bill, but itis probable 
most of them will postpone their 
speeches until after the beginning of 
the regular session on Dec. 7. 

After being reported today the Cu- 
ban bill will lie on the table for a 
day unless there is unanimous consent 
that its consideration shall begin im- 
mediately. When it is taken up Sena- 
tor Cullom will explain its merits, and 
there probably will be no more ad. 
dresses by friends of the bill until 
toward the close of the discussion. In 
the meantime the Colorado, Louisiana 
Texas and Florida senators and prob. 
ably some others will make speeches 
intended to show that the enactment 
of the bill into law will be injurious to 
the sugar interests of the United States 
and contrary to the best public policy. 

In addition to receiving the report on 
the Cuban bill! the senate probably wil! 
make a reassignment of senators to 
committees today. The conimittees an- 
nouncement is likely to he made the oe- 
easion for a speech by Senator Morgan 
which is anticipated with considerable 
interest. In the committee make up 
the Alabama senator will be displaced 
as chairman of the conimittee on isth- 
mian canals. He has been chairman of 
that committze sli.ce its organization 
and has been identified with canal 
legislation ever since he entered the 
senate. It is understood that he will 
review to some extent bis connection 
with this important work and that in 
doing so he will sharply criticise those 
who fail to agree with him in advocacy 
of the Nicaragua route. 


The house will meet tomorrow. 
Having disposed of the Cuban bill it 
has no business before it and unless an 
agreement is effected by which the

Wilkinson, said to be the only survivor 
in the United States of the charge of 
the light brigade at Balaklava, died at 
his home it this city, aged $4, from a 
paralytic shock. He was the possessor 
of a Victorian medal, presented to bim 
personally by Queen Victoria at the 
close of the Crimean war in 1854, for 
bravery in the battles of Sebastopol, 
Inkermann, Balaklava and Alma, and 
particularly for valor in the charge’ at 
Balaklava. For nearly 25 years he was 
employed in the Boston postoftice and 
for many years was chicf porter. He 
was bora in Manchester, Eng., in 1819. 


rhirty Men Barned to Death 

Johnstown, Pa., Noy. 23.—Two of the 
Italian laborers who were burned in the 
lodging shanty fire at Lilly Saturday 
died here yesterday. This brings the 
total death list up to 30.

The fire 
broke out in an unknown manner. The 
warehouses which were buried con- 
tained the supplies for the soldiers for 
the winter and nothing was saved.

MURDER WAS PLANNED| Union Labor 


Opinion of Colorado Mine Of- 
ficials and Sheriff 


EXPLOSION IN DEEP SHAFT 


Declared to Have Been the Result of 
Dynamite Plot Conceived by Miners’ 
Union—Federal Troops May Be Re- 
quired to Preserve Order 


Cripple Creek, Col., Noy. 23.—Sheriff 
Robertson, after investigating condi- 
tions in the sixth leyel of the Vindicator 
mine, where Superintendent MeCor- 
mack aud Melvin Beck, a sbkift boss, 
were killed Saturday by an explosion, 
agreed with the statement of company 
officials that a deliberate attempt had 
been made to wreck the shaft with 
dynamite. The executive committee of 
the Mine Owners and Operators’ asso- 
ciation has offered a reward of $5006 
for evidence leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the perpetrators. In a 
published statement the committee 
says: 

“The killing of Superintendent Mc- 
Cormack and Melvin Beck was one of 
the most diabolical crimes that ever 
darkened the annals of Coiorado and is 
another step in the trail of blood which 
has been made by the Western I'ed- 
eration of Miners in this state. ‘The 
time has passed for selecting fine terms 
in which to speak of these matters and 
we do not hesitate to say that this 
crime was devised and executed by the 
inrer circle of this organization. 

“This statement is made only aftera 
careful investigation of the facts, 
which show conclusively tbat these 
meu met their death through a scheme 
so cunningly devised and carefully ex- 
ecuted as to tax the ingenuity of the 
most experienced criminal. 

“Of late the district has been filling 
up with the class of men who openly 
boast of what they propose tu do. Not 
a single circumstance surrounding this 
crime is compatible with the theory of 
accident, or with any other theory 
than that of premeditated murder.” 

The district executive committee of 
the Western Federation of Miners 
characterize the explosion as a “lament- 
able accident, regretted by all,’ and 
adds: “But prejudiced individuals who 
rarely know anything of what they 
talk about have already passed judg- 
ment and denounce it as a cold-blooded 
murder. Experience, however, teaches 
that the people are not above making 
capital out of any misfortune.” 

In consequence of these outrages, 
Governor Peabody kas _ reinstated 
Adjutant General Bell in command of 
the militia in this camp, succeeding 
Colonel Verdecksburg, who has been 
in command since Bell’s retirement at 
the close of the court martial trial of 
General Chase. 


Denver, Nov. 23.—General Bates ar- 
rived here last evening to investigate 
the strike conditions in Colorado. Up- 
on his report depends whether or not 
the war department will comply with 
Governor Peabody’s request to send 
federal troops to Telluride. He left for 
Telluride last night. After a yisit to 
General Baldwin, commander of this 
department, General Bates said that 
his being here is no reflection on Gen- 
eral Baldwia. “I am entirely ignorant 
of the situation and will iook into mat- 
ters thoroughly,” he continued. “By 
the way Governor Peabody's request 
was worded caused the war depart- 
ment to reply that troops could not be 
furnished, but if conditions are such 
that there is real need of federal troops 

| I have no doabt they will be sent.”

Councilman Reardon asked how 
much would be saved by purchase of 
pipe now. 

Commissioner Knowlton—From $4 to 
$5 per ton can be saved if purchased 
the first of the year. If not purchased 
until late in the year there ae so many | 
other parties purchasing that we can 
not get prompt delivery. Last year we 
purchased about.400 tons. In 1902 we 
expended abont $9,500 for pipe and in

One of the boldest robberies ever 
committed in Quincy took place Mon- 
day night at the store of Patrick Dolan 
on Hancock street near the Neponset 
bridge. 

It was about 7.45 when two negroes 
entered his store.

Good Afternoon 


The sad case of a little child suffocat- 
ed in Monday morning’s fire at Wollas- 
ton goes to show the need of day 
nurseries in all the wards of the city. 
If the child could have been left ata 
nursery while her mother was away 
at work what a different stury there 
would have been today—no fire and no 
grief-stricken parents. The nursery on 
Elm street, Quincy, in care of Mrs. 
Talbot is doing good work and will do 
much more as hard working mothers 
become used to its working. 


The City Council probably did the 
only thing possible at its meeting this 
week, in passing two loan orders aggre- 
gating $50,000 to raise money to defray 
current expenses of 1903. It was repre- 
sented that the city must have the 
money immediately; that State and 
County taxes would be due next week 
and also maturing notes which if not 
paid would go to protest. Therefore 
loans of $50,000 at five per cent. inter- 
est were authorized all to fall due in 
1904. 

On Jan. 1 of this year the municipal 
debt maturing in 1904 amounted to 
$59,450.00, which has been increased 
this year. Now comes the addition of 
$50,000.00, which will make the matur- 
ing municipal debt of 1904 at least 
$120,000.00. To this must be added 
maturing water debt of $35,500; matur- 
ing sewer debt of $15,000; maturing 
park debt of $2,000; and a big account 
for interest. 

Some financiering will . he 
necessary to keep down the tax rate of 
1904,

Ex-Senator Sprague and others have 
been criticised in some quarters because 
they have been active in securing a 
tepublican Independent endorsement 
for George H, Wilson for Mayor. It 
would be better for the city of Quincy 
if more threw off the party yoke in 
city politics, or better still if no party 
nominations were made either for 
Mayor or the Council. Citizens nomi- 
nations would be by far preferable, and 
better men would be secured. 

The facts are that both the Republi- 
can and the Democratic parties of 
Quincy are demoralized when it comes 
to a Municipalelection, The campaign 
of Mayor Bryant last year was not con- 
ducted by the Republican Ward and 
City Committee, but largely by City 
Hall officials and employes. They even 
approached the Republican Committee, 
duly elected by the voters to con- 
duct the campaign, and requested 
that the campaign be turned over to 
them, and said they would see that the 
bills were paid. Some of the bills were 
not paid until ten months after the elec- 
tion, and the excuse of the Republican 
Committee was that the party was so 
demoralized that they could not collect 
any money. Who has demoralized the 
politica) parties but Mayor Bryant! ~To 
which party does he appeal for support! 
What claim has his administration for 
votes of Republicans! 

Mayor Bryant was not the regular 
Republican candidate when first elected 
Mayor, and he’ would not have been 
nominated by the Republicans last 
year if Democrats had been excluded 
from the caucuses. Further Mr, Bry- 
ant opposed. Charles L, Hammond, 
Russell A, Sears and John O, Hall, the 
regular Republican candidates of past 
years for Mayor. Yet a Republican is 
criticised if he bolts the nomination of 
Mr. Bryant. If a Republican or a 
Demoorat believes that a change is nec- 
essary at City Hail, itis his duty not 
only to vote for a change, but to be 
active in securing a change,

SENATORS ATTACKED 


As Being Wofriendly to Legislation 
In Favor of Working Men 
Boston, Nov. 24.—Arter sessions 
which continued through 13 days, the 
23rd annual convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor was ad- 
jJourred sine die at 9:30 o’clock last 


night. In bidding goodbye to his fellow. 
delegates President Gompers said: 
“This convention unquestionably has 
been one of the most memorable and 
most significant in the history of the 
whole labor movement.” 

What was regarded as one of the 
most memorable incidents by which the 
convention had been marked developed 
just before its close. 1t was furnished 
by Delegate Furuseth of San Fren- 
cisco, organizer of the Seamen of the 
United States, who, in defending the 
legislative committee of the federation, 
arraigned the United States senate, 
which, he declared, contained “the most 
insidious enemies of’ labor.” He 
charged that there was a party in the 
senate that is deliberately taking every 
right away from the working people. 
“We want to watch with the greatest 
care,” he said, “Platt of Connecticut, 
Lodge of Massachusetts, Hanna of Ohio 
and Morgan of Alabama and a few 
more | could name.” 

President Gompers’ last words to the 
delegates were a plea that they go forth 
determined to uphold the cause of 
unionism, cemented by bonds of unity, 


| united more firmly than ever before. 
The convention adjourned with the 
delegates joining in “Auld Lang Syne.” 


New England Pension Statistics 

Boston, Noy. 24.—According to the 
monthly report issued by Pension Agent 
Holt, in charge of the New England 
division, there have been added to the 
roll of pensioners for New England 
252 names for the month of October. 
On Oct. 1 there were 57,882 names on 

the list, and through death and other 
causes there were 274 names removed. 
On Nov. 1 the total roll for New Eng- 
land was 57,960. ‘The amount dis- 
bursed during October was $70,982.40. 


Workmen KRenounce Union 

Southbridge, Mass., Nov. 24.—The 
owners of the local factories that have 
declared a “lockout” affecting 700 em- 
| ployes feel confident that by the end of 

the week the present labor trouble 

will have passed into history. During 
| yesterday 35 men renounced the union 
| and returned to work. Ht is stated by 
| a number of union men that they have 

not been able to get the expected 
| financial aid from the union. 


Preparing For Eacampment 

Boston, Noy. 24.—Owing to the ill- 
ness of Commander-in-Chief Black of 
the G. A. R. the conference between 
the local committee which is preparing 
for the national encampment in this 
city next summer and Commander 
Black has not yet been held. Com- 
mander Black is suffering from a sud- 
den attack of illness. Already commit- 
tees of nosts have been in Boston look- 
ing for accommodations.

How Sugar Meiis,. 
If we drop a lump of sugar into a cup | 
of tea we find it takes a considerable | 
time to melt if allowed to remain at the 
bottom of the vessel, but if we hold it} 
up in the spoon near the surface of the 
liquid it dissolves much more speedily. | 
This is awing ta the sngar as it’melts 
rendering the portion of the tea con- 
taining it heavier. The sweetened part, 
therefore, descends, leaving the sugae | 
constantly in contact with unsweetened | 
or only partially sweetened tea—in fact, 
a continual circulation of fluid is pro-} 
moted until the whole is dissolved. 
When the sugar is placed or permit- | 
ted to lie at the bottom of the cup it 
dissolves until the layer of fluid next 
it is thoroughly sweetened or saturat- 
ed, when it practically ceases to dis- 
solve any further, the sweetened and 
heavier stratum above it acting for a 
considerable time until the law of dif- 
| fusion comes gradually into play, like 
;an impervious covering, in keeping 
; back the lighter, unsweetened fluid’ 
}| above. 
Hence the reason also why stirring, 
in breaking up the saturated layer and 
‘allowing access to the unsweetened 
| portion, is so effectual in bringing 
‘about the uniform sweetening of tea.

Chicago, Nov. 25—The strike of the 
employes of the Chicago Street Railway 
couipany was seitled this morning at 
a conference between the muyor, the 
aldermanic peace committee, Presideut 
Ilamilton and LE.

New Orleans, Nov. 27.—General 
Reyes, representing the government of 
Colombia, who is on his way to Wash- 
ington to intercede in behalf of his gov- 
ernment in connection with the recog- 
nition of the republic of Panama, ar- 
rived here on the steamer Beverly. Gen- 
eral Reyes said he was going to see the 
president and Soped to juduce the United 
States to keep hands off the isthmus 
and allow the Colombian government to 
regain its lost territory.

Bryan Is Cuest of Honor 


CHOATE IS HIS OPPONENT 


Refers to Westerner’s “Mixed” 


Views Fiscal Question-- 


Bryan Thanks Britishers For

Their “Kindly Forbearanee” 


London, Nov. 27.—Thanksgiving day 
was celebrated by the American society 
in London at a banguet given at the 
Hote! Cecil last night. 
406 covers. William J. Bryan was the 
guest of honor. ‘Ihe speeches, while 
flavored by the usual seasonal cheer and 
references to Anglo-American friendli- 
ness, developed particularly into a duel 
of repartee, good natured, but almost 
sub-ucid between Mr. Bryan and Ain- 
bassador Choate. 

There were a number of notable 
guests at the banquet. The Duke of 
Marlborough proposed a toast to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and, addressing himself 
to the interests which Englund and the 
United States in common, re- 
ferred in terms of the highest praise 
to President Roosevelt. He also spoke 

] feelingly of the late Sir Michael Her- 
bert. 

Ambussador Choate, responding to 
the toast to his health which was pro- 
posed in complimentary terms by Lord 
Davey, tovk up the Duke of Marl- 
borough's reference to the mutual sym- 
pathies of the American and British 
peoples and said thet there had been 
reason lieretofore to suspect some such 
sentiment on the part of the duke since 
he had sect an example in one form of 
the Anglo-American alliance on which 
the people of both countries were able 
to look with entire approval. 

Turning to Mr. Bryan, Mr, Choate 
said it was the custom of Americans 
torn from their native shores to gather 
anrually and return thanks, The 
American society in London Lad now 
among them another of these exiles, for 
whom personnily he, as ambassador, 
had been doing the best he could. He 
had tuken Mr. Bryan to visit the Bank 
of England, where he was able to study 
the fiscul question in its native lair. 
The company would be edified, said 
Mr. Choate, had they heard Mr. Bryan 
cross-examining the governor of the 
Bank of England. The ambassador said 
he had aided Mr. Bryan to bear Mr. 
Asquith, Mr. Chamberlain, Lord Go- 
schen and Lord Rosebery, all within 48 
hours, so if his views on the fiscal! 
question were not itierly mixed they 
would appreciate at least the quality of 
4h, score cuocy mad before them. 

The speech of the ambassador was 
aollowed by an ovation to Mr. Bryan, 
who, in responding, paid a graceful 
tribute to the Engtish guests of the so- 
ciety. He said the highest compli- 
ment he was able to pay was that on 
lookinp over the tables he was unable

At the university the students to the 
number of about 1000 held an indigna- 
tion meeting and then decided to make 
a demonstration in thé streets of the 
city. rhe police were prepared for 
this, however, and as soon as the stu- 
dents emerged they attacked them, 
compelling them to re-enter the uni- 
versity. The students showed their in- 
dignation by breaking the windows and 
furniture of the class rooms. Later the 
Austrian flag was burned amid scenes 
of enthusiasm. The authorities have 
decided to close the university until or- 
der has been restored. 

An anti-Austrian demonstration was 
held at ‘Turin, where the demonstrators 
rang the bells of the university, broke 
the windows and benches and exploded 
firecrackers, producing a panic. Similar

Lillie H. Colt from a murderous attack 
by Garnett. Garnett is a remote cousin 
of Mrs. Colt. He isa native of Virginia 
and fought through the Civil war in the 
Confederate army. Major McClung, 
who also served in the Confederate 
army during the war, died last night. 


Willing to Become Americans 

Copenhagen, Nov. 27.—The govern- 
ment officials deny reports published 
abroad of a revolutionary movement in 
the Danish West Indies. It is recog- 
nized, however, that the prosperity of 
the new republic of Panama will con- 
ceivably so impress the inhabitants of 
the Danish West Indies as to strengthen 
the latest desire in some quarters to 
come under the American flag. 


Construction Company Stalled 
San Juan, P. R., Nov. 27.—The San 
Tuan ottice of the Vandegrift Construc- 
tion company, interested in a $3,000,- 
000 trolley scheme, has been closed ow- 
ing to attachments for salaries in be- 
half of employes and business creditors. 
The explanation given for the closing 
is the recent stringency in money in 
the United States, which prevented the 
company from floating its bonds. 


President at Uncle’s Funeral 

New York, Nov. 27.--President Roose- 
velt is in the city today to attend the 
funerai of his uncle, the late James 
G. Gracie. Upon reaching New York 
the president was driven to the home 
of his brother-in-law, Douglas Itobinson. 
Five hundred, policemen acted as an 
escort to the chief executive, 100 of 
whom went with the president from the 
Robinson home to the church.

Senator Pettus Points Out Its 
Deleterious Effect. 


SHORTENS THE LIFE OF MANKIND 


That Is the Gastronomical Warning 


at the Age of Eighty-three—The 
Sooner Gravy Is Banished From 
Our Diets, He Says, the Better Will 
Be Coming Generation’s Health, 


“Young man,” said Senator Pettus 
of Alabama, aged eighty-three, to a 
Washington correspondent, “the rea- 
son people get fat is because they 
eat too much gravy with their meat. 
Observe me. The Congressional Direc- 
tory says I am eighty-three. Maybe I 
am, but I don’t feel that old by forty 
years. I have never eaten much gravy. 
I was raised on a plain diet, and I 
have lived on it all my life. In this 
day gravy is called sauce, I know. It’s 
a French word that means gravy, and 
if it had not been given a French name 
by the English speaking races I dare 
say not so much of it would be eaten. 
It is shortening the life of the race, 
just like so many other French abomi- 
nations are, and the sooner we banish 
it from our diet the better will be the 
health of the generation of young men 
and women coming on to take our 
places. 

“Now, mark you, I don’t object to a 
little gravy on my meat, but just a lit- 
tle—just enough to aid deglutition. It 
does not sid digestion at all, you know. 
On the contrary, it harms it—first, by 
interfering with the functions of the 
salivary glands, then by preventing 
the gastric juices from doing their per- 
fect work, and finally by neutralizing 
the action of the alimentary juices. So 
I tell you to quit eating gravy on your 
meats. If you prefer to call it sauce, 
all right; but, by whatever name you 
designate it, by all means stop soaking 
your meats in it before eating them. 

“A little of the natural juices ef the 
| meats, even if occasionally thickened 
with flour to give the gravy consist- 
ency, is not harmful; but, since the 
race is running to sauces, I am loath 
even to hint at the harmlessness of 
this.” 

“But, senator,” the young man pro- 
tested, ‘‘maybe it’s your habits that 
have preserved you in perfect health 
to such a ripe old age. Haven’t your 
habits been always regular? No late 
hours and all that sort of thing, eh?’ 

“My habits, young man,” replied the 
‘fine old Alabama statesman, with a 
snort of rage and defiance, “have al- 
ways been like the verb—regular, ir- 
regular and defective, begad, sir.”

CARNEGIE AND THE VICAR, 


Odd Tiff In Which the Millionr ire 
Came Out Ahead. 

Andrew Carnegie has been having a 

pretty tiff with a parson lately and 
has come out ahead, says the London 
correspondent of the St. Louis Globe-

offer of $50,000 which he made recently 
to the town of Ilford, in Essexshire, 
England, for the establishment of a li- 
brary.

Members 
of the town council, who favored the 
acceptance of the offer, appealed to 
Mr. Carnegie to reconsider his decision, 
but he insisted on an apology from the 
vicar, and this the vicar steadfastly re- 
fused to Co. 
{| At last it was decided that a delega- 
tion be sent to Skibo and appeal to the 
great man personally. The strained 
relations of the vicar and his con- 
gregation were put vividly before him, 
and then, after consulting his secre- 
tary, he yielded. “After all,” said he, 
“this vicar of Ilford is but one-man, 
with, I suppose, one ordinary man’s in- 
telligence, and as it appears now that 
he has not much following in regard to 
his opinions about the education of the 
working classes, you can have the $50,- 
000, and it is to be hoped that the vicar 
will never condescend to borrow a 
book out of the library.”

Originally It Was 3 o’Clock In the. 


Afternoon, 
The word “noon” is originally de- 
rived from the Latin nona hora, the 
ninth hour of the Romans, the 3 o'clock 


| of today, but no clew is given as to 


when or why the change took place 
which made “noon” mean midday, or 
12 o'clock. 

This will be discovered if we go back 
to early times, for then great deference 
was paid to Saturday afternoon as a 
preparation for the Sabbath, when 
work was eased all over the land, In 
958 King Edgar in his ecclesiastical 
laws laid it down that “Sabbath shall 
be observed from Saturday ‘noon’ till 
light appears on Monday morning.” 
Johnson, commenting upon this, says 
“noon” is 3 o’clock, and remained so 
till the reformation. } 

How, then, came it to mean 12 
o'clock? In this way: Monks, by their 
rules, were not to dine till they had 
sung their ‘“nones,” or noontide service. 
When midday, 12 o'clock, began to be 
the time of eating and drinking the 
monks, who were also the masters of 
language in the dark ages, anticipated 
both their devotions and their meals 
by singing ‘“nones” immediately after 
the 12 o’clock service. Thus the “noon” 
of old was werged into the “noon” of 
today, and for a time distinction was 
made between the two by calling 12 
o'clock noon and 3 o'clock “high noon,” 
as it appears in “The Shepherd’s Al- 
manack.”

JUNTA FEARS CRITICISM 


New Republic Will Ask For $2, 
000,000 Instalment as Soon as 
New Compact Goes Into Effect 
--Trouble at Cartagena 


Panama, Noy. 28.—The slight opposi- | 
tion to the ratification of the canal 
treaty between the republic of Panama 
and the United States whieli prevailed | 
on the isthmus a day or two ago now | 
appears to have been overcome, if not 
altogether dissigated. This opposi- 
tion existed only amonga few govern- 
ment officials, who have now been won 
over and thoroughly convinced by the | 
arguments of their confreres, 

The plan outliaed in these dispatches | 
by which the treaty was to be signed 
and dispatched to Washington on the 
day of its arrival here has been aban- 
doned because it is feared that such 
rapidity of action might give the im- | 
pression that the treaty had been| 
hastily and inadequately considered and 
thus lay the members of the junta open | 
to criticism. It is absclutely certain, | 
however, that the treaty will be ratified | 
without the slightest opposition. | 

In governmental circles here itis now | 
said that the junta, as soon as the treaty 
has been ratified, will address a note 
to Secretary. Hay, asking that $2,000,000 
be paid in cash to the Punama govern- 
ment and that $8,000,000 shall be trans- 
ferred in such a manner that it can be 
invested, the interest being payable to 
the Panama government.

ARMY SENT TO ISTHMUS 


Certain of Being Victorious, Says 


Foreign Minister, {f Not Inter- 


fered With by United States--| 


Reyes Confers With Herran 
80.—The  followihg 
motes bave been exchanged between 
Wnited States Minister Beaupre and 
Carlos Rico, the Colombian foreign min- 
ister. In a communication to Rico, Min- 
ister Beaupre says: “I have the honor 
to inform you that on Noy. 13 the Fresi- 
dent of the States formally 
recognized the Panama republic and 
received its minister.” 

In reply, Rico wrote: “Your note 
received. I am acquainted with the 
fact that President Roosevelt has 
recognized the republic of Panama and 
received its minister. So far as Co- 
lombia is concerned the recognition of 
the so-called republic of Panama by 
the United States had fully taken place 
at the time your government entered 
anto relations with it. It Is not accord- 
ing to rule to establish communica- 
tions by an international] treaty until 
the existence of a government has been 
recognized. For this reason the fact 
of the United States having done so on 
Novy. 13, and the receiving of an agent 
of the rebels, are acts that would 
naturally follow. 

“The facts you have communicated to 
me oblige me ro state that the Co- 
Jombian government considers thew 
and also the premature manner in 
which the recognition took place to bea 
violation of the treaty of 1846 and of 
international law. 

“As I informed your excellency Nov. 
11, a Colombian army is marching on

the isthmus and consequently Colombia 


is primarily the sovereign state and she 
will not only carry on the struggle but 
is certain of being victorious if the 
Dnited States does not interfere. 
“Even should the United States 
ignore the obligations of the treaty of 
1846 it is to ve hoped that they will 
remain neutral, oot impeding the efforts 
of Colombia to bring the Panamaians 
into submission and abstaining from 
any recognition of the rebels as bel- 
ligerents. If the United States as- 
sume an attitude decidedly hostile to 
Colombia and should prevent the lat- 
ter government's efforts to bring into 
submission the rebels who proclaimed 
the republic of Panama, then the inde- 
pendence of the istlimus is inevitable. 
In that case the independence of the 
isthmus would be the work of the 
United States and not of the natives.” 


In Conference With Herran 

Washington, Noy. 30.—General Reyes, 
the Colombian peace commissioner, and 
his colleagues are continuing their con- 
ferences with Dr. Herran, the Co- 
lombian charge of affairs here, regard 


ing the Panama canal treaty and 
affairs on the isthmus. As a pre- 
liminary to any action Reyes is fa- 


miliarizing himself thoroughly with 
every feature of the isthmian question 
about which Herran is able to give 
him information. There are many ante- 
cedent circumstances bearing on the 
negutiations of the defunct Hay- 
Herran convention of which it is desir- 
able that Reyes shall have knowledye 
before he proceeds with his mission. 
There also are other features of the sit- 
wation which have developed since the 
general left Rogota which it is desir- 
able shall be fully discussed with Her- 
ran as a preliminary to mapping outa 
plan of procedure. It is said several 
days will elapse before any develop- 
ments take place. General Reyes -de- 
nies himself to callers. He left word 
at the hotel office that he had nothing 
te say for publication at this time. 


Strike Considered Likely 

Sydney, N. S., Nov. 30.—The man- 
agement of the Dominion Iron and Steel 
company have refused to agree to the 
terms of the ultimatum issved by the 
Provincial Workmen's association. 
The men accepted the general cut in 
wages, but asked for a reduction of only 
5 percent in the pay of common la- 
borers, and it was this proposal that 
the company refused to accept. It is 
likely that the 1500 members of the 
association employed at the works 
will be called out on strike. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


John E. louldsone, state inspector of 
factories, died at his home at Fall 
River, Mass., of diabetes, aged 56. He 
had served seversl terms in both 
branches of the city governnient.

One may make portemonnales of 
beads, one may knit them or crochet 
them in silk, and many are the sets of 
instructions for the fascinating old 
world work which are being brought 
once more into use. In this article 
are given suggestions adapted from 
antique patterns which would lend 
themselves charmingly to the searcker 
for a pretty Christmas present. They 
are taken from handsome old reticules 
Which have dono good service in days 
long gone by. 

One is worked on myrtle velvet, the 


design being outlined in gold beads 
sewed closely together and filled in 


with stitches in red brown chenille. A 
looped fringe of gold beads makes a 
good finish, and the effect of the whole 
is extremely pleasing. The other, a lit-

In olden days these bags were knit- 
ted with beads, threaded upon very 
fine silk, after the style of the lovely 
old beadwork. This, however, would 


be too tedious for present day work- | 


ers, few of whom could find leisure 
enough for the counting out of the 


various colored beads required to form 
the pattern, the subsequent threading 
and the care needed in working each 
stitch to secure the bead firmly just 
in its right position. 

A mucb more rapidly produced effect, 
which was by no means disdained even 
in the palmy days of beadwork, is 
gained by sewing the beads on brus* 
sels net. each bead being made to cover 
a mesh of the net, and this, though not, 
of course, as strong as knitting, pro- 
duces excellent results and with a 
strong lining is quite sufficiently du- 
rable.

we desire to reply. Before ‘‘the loan’’ 
was authorized, he says, anopinion was 
obtained. Butthere have been many 
loans ; not alone the $50,000 order which 
was vaseed. but the $90,000 contemplat- 
ed in anticipation of taxes, the $6,000 
for Willard street paving, and $10,000 
for water pipe for 1904. All these 
orders were questionable, as they were 
ostensibly to raise money to help out 
the finances of this year. Otherwise, 
why was the loan for paving negotiated 
so promptly when po work was con- 
templated this year under the order. 
The $90,000 in anticipation of taxes 
was found to be illegal, and the $50,000 
straight loan was substituted, all to 
mature in 1904. Probably this was the 
only thing that could be done under 
the circumstances, aod the less said 
about it the better, but all the loan| 
orders were questionable even should 
they be found to be legal. * 

The City Solicitor says money is not 
received from taxes of 1903 until Nov. 
1, hence it was necessary to borrow the 
$50,000. But the city had previously 
borrowed early in the year $300,000 in 
anticipation of the taxes of 1903 
(amounting to about $412,000); had 
collected $165,000 of the tax of 1903; 
had collected over $80,000 in water 
rates, mostly in January and July; had 
collected over $150,000 of the taxes 
levied previvus to 1903, practically 
enough to pay the balance of 1902 
temporary loans; had raised $30,000 by 
water loans; had raised $70,000 by 
sewer loans; and much more, which 
was put into a common treasury and 
used for current expenses, Farther, 
the unexpended balances of the year 
amounted oo Oct. 31 to $122,005.21.

BRISTOW'S REPORT 


Postal Frauds Were Practiced 
by High Officials 


COMMENT OF PRESIDENT 


Cases Against Those Brought 
Within Grasp # the Law Will 
Be Pushed With Utmost Vigor 
--How to Meet Real Evil 


Washington, Nov. 30.—Fourth As- 
sistant Postmaster Gencra! Bristow has 
made public bis report on the corruption 
in the postal department aud President 
Roosevelt has not only approved it, but 
has denounced the bribe takers and 
others involved. 

Mr. Bristow’s report shows that can- 
celling luk purchases were doubled at 9 
cents u pound bigher than qgiarket 
prices.

The total amount obtained by the 
perpetrators of the frauds, 44 of whom 
have been indicted, is said to be be- 
tween $300,000 and $400,000. 

Prepident Roosevelt, in Lis brief, 
comments on the report in part as fol- 
lows: 

The investigation made by Mr. Bris- 
tow discloses a condition of gross cor- 
ruption in the otfice of the first assistant 
postmaster general and in that of the as- 
sistant attoruey gereral for the post- 
oflice department. In the case of the su- 
perintendent of free delivery, Machen, 
the evidence shows that his misconduct 
began immediately after his appoint- 
ment in September, 1893. In the ease 
of the general superintendent of salaries 
and allowances, Beavers, it began soon 
after he was appointed to that place in 
1867. In the case of Assistant Attorney 
Generai Tyuer it has gone on fora num- 
ber of years, but it is impossible to say 
exactly when it began. A melancholy 
feature of the case is that with one 
eacepuon all the offenders have been 
for a number of years in the govern- 
ment service. The following is a list 
of the 14 postoflice employes in the ser- 
vice at the time this investigation was 
begun, who are apparently most se- 
riously implicated in the wrongdoing: 

(The case of ex-First Assistant Post- 
master General Heath, who Ieft the 
service July 31, 1900, is set forth in 
the report of Mc. Bristow.) 

James N. Tyner, assistant attorney 
genera! for postoffice department: he 
was removed Aprii 22, 1903; he has 
since been indicted three times.

The three chief offenders in the goy- 
ernment service were Tyner, Machen 
and Beavers. The friends of Tyner 
have advanced the theory that in his 
case the chief offender was really his 
nephew by marriage. Barrett, who was 
his assistant in the office for a part 
of the time, and that Tyner’s offenses 
are due to failing bodily and mental 
Powers. The facts set forth in Mr. 
Bristow’s report do not tend to sub- 
stantiate the validity of these excuses

| for Tyner, while they show literally 
| astounding misconduct in Barrett. For | 
‘Machen and Beavers no excuse of any 


kind has been alleged. In the case of 
Metcalf, the superintendent of the 
money order system, the most vigorous 
Protests were at first made on his be-

half by a large number of reputable 
citizens, and also by others who were 
at the time deemed reputable, but who 
it has since been discovered were 
profiting by Metcalf's misconduct. One 
of them has beeu indicted in connection 
with bim. 

Wher these invetigations were be- 
gun, some nine months ago, many of the 
chief offenders who have been indicted 
or dismissed, or both, were cousidered 
to have excellent reputntions. A num- 
ber of the most respectable people in 
the land otered voluntary testimony 
on bebalf of ‘Tyner. So highly were 
Beavers and Machen thought of by 
those who had been brouglit into close 
connection with them that the congress 
actually provided at its lest session for 
raising the salaries of both, to inke ef- 
fect at the beginning of the fiscal year 
on July 1 last. By that date they were 
both out of oflice, and the departinent 
of justice was taking siecps to have 
them indicted. During Maclen’s term 
of service be was twice iuvestigated by 
the congress, once by a coimuittee of 
the senate and once by a committee of 
the bouse, but cleared on each occasion. 
Yet, at that very period, as has been 
shown in the present investigation, he 
was engaged in the corrupt business for 
which be has now been removed and 
indicted. ‘his is no reflection epen the 
committees who conducted the investi- 
gation; for so skillfully bad Machen 
corceated his wrongdoing that it was 
only revealed after months of laborious 
and exhaustive work by trained in- 
spectors. 

As regards Beavers and Muchen the 
corruption took the forin of bribery and 
blackmail in connection with the pur- 
chase of government supplies. In the 
oflice of the assistant aitorney general 
for the postofiice department, under 
Tyner and Barrett, fur greater wrong 
was inflicted upoa the public than could 
be measured by a pecuniary standurd, 
for in this office the corruption of the 
government officiais took the form of 


favoring get-rich-quick concerns and 
similar swindling schemes; in other 


words, the criniinals, whom it was the 
sworn duty of these government of- 
ficials to prosecute, paid them for per- 
mission to fleeve the public unmolested. 

1 heartily approve of the recom- 
mendation of Messrs. Conrad and Jiona- 
parte that the statute of limitations be 
extended in the case of government 
servants to a period of at leust five 
years; for the persons who in such po- 
sitions of trust engage in corrupt prac- 
tices can ordinarily conceal their guilt 
for a longer time than is covered by 
the present short statute of  limita- 
tions. Moreover, our experience shows 
that outsiders claiming political intlu- 
ence sometimes sell their influence to 
candidates for ofiice, or in other words, 
blackmail these candidates. There 
should be legislation which will permit 
of summary dealiug with such of- 
fenders. 

Howeve7z, the prime need is not new 
legislation but the punishment of those 
who offend against existing laws. The 
only way to meet the real evil is to 
punish the offenders, by removal in any 
event, and where possible by prosecu- 
tion under the criminal statutes. Inany 
great business, public or private, 
wrongdoing is <ertain at times to occur. 
The way to guard against it is rigor- 
ously to scrutinize the character of those 
appointed, carefully to supervise their 
actions after appointment, ard finally, 
to punish with relentiess severity 
those who yo wrong. All this is being 
done. 

The immediate reformation of the 
service by the turning out of the of- | 
fenders is not in itself enough to meet | 
the demands of justice. The- cases 
against both those within and those 
without the postoffice department, who 
by their acts have brought theniselves 
within the grasp of the law, will be 
pushed with the utmost vigor. Every 
effort must be made to see that both 
the delinquent official and the outsider 
who shares his guilt are punished to 
the limit of the law. In no case has the 
indictment been sought save where the 
officials of the government were con- 
vinced of the man’s guilt: and in every 
case the government will exhaust every 
expedient in its power in the effort to 
see that justice is meted out to the 
offenders. 

No crime calls for sterner reproba- 
tion than the crime of the corruptionist | 
in pubiic life, and of the man who seeks 
to corrupt him. ‘ike bribe giver and 
the bribe taker are equally guilty. 
Both alike sin against the primary law | 
of the state’s safety. All questions of 
difference in party policy sink iusto in- 
significance when the people of the! 
country are brought face to face witha 
question like this, which lies at the 
root of honest and decent government, 
On this question, and on all others like 
it, we can afford to have no division 
among Zood citizers. 

In the last resort good bie aid good 
administration alike must rest upon the 
broad basis of sound public opinion. A 
dull pubfiec conscience, an easy-going 
acquiescence in corruption, jnfallibly 
means debasement in publie life, and 
such debasement in the end means the 
ruin of free institutions. Self-govern- 
ment becomes a farce if the representa- 
tives of the people corrupt others or 
are themselves corrupted. Freedom is 
not a gift which will tarry long in the 
hands of the dishonest or of those so 
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foolish or so incompetent as to tolerate | 


dishonesty in their public servants. 
Under our system all power comes from 
the people, and all punishment rests 
ultimately with the people. ‘The tolera- 
tion @ the wrong, rot the exposure of 


| the wrong, is the real offense.

Whistler Was Particular. 

I saw that marvelous set of etchings 
printed. In fact, the bulk of them 
were printed in my own printing room, 
a room which I had especially arrang- 
ed for the master, and it was in this 
little printing room of mine that Whis- 
tler taught me the art of printing from 
the copper plate. This was my first 
insight into Whistler as a great mas- 
ter, and one of his characteristics as 
a great master was that he would 
have perfection. No matter how small 
the detail it must be perfect. To be- 
gin with, he always insisted upon hav- 
ing old paper upon which to print his 
etchings and preferably Dutch because 
of a certain golden tone, unobtainable 
with new paper, which this particular 
kind gave to a preef. Many a time 
Whistler and I have spent weeks in 
Holland poking about dirty little shops 
in search of old paper, and sometimes, 
after having discovered a fine collec- 
tion of 3,000 or 4,000 sheets, I have 
seen Whistler literally tremble with 
excitement and searcely know how to 
ask the price for joy. Then again he 
was very particular as to the choice of 
oil for mixing with the ink; also with 
regard to the temperature of the plate, 
the pressure of the press, the condi- 
tion of the blankets, and, in fact, ev- 
erything had to be absolutely right.— 
Mortimer Menpes in Studio. 


The Top Hat. 

Tall hats, “pearking up like the spire 
of a steeple a quarter of a yard above 
the crowne,” as a sixteenth century 
writer describes them, were known in 
the time of Elizabeth, and the Puri- 
tans affected them until they merged 
into the old fashioned beaver of our 
great-grandfathers’ days. Top hats of 
silk appeared first in Florence about 
1800, and twenty years later silk hats 
with felt bodies were introduced into 
England. 

About 1840 the French silk hat was 
placed on the market and .at once 
adopted in the familiar “chimney pot” 
shape. There were several varieties 
of it, such as the Wellington hat, with 
the yeoman crown; the Anglesea hat, 
bell shaped at the top, and the D’Orsay 
bat, with ribbed silk binding and a big 
bow. 

Thus 
Ear! of Harrington started a craze for 
green top hats by wearing one in his 
garden with the idea of not frighten- 
ing the birds.

The 
same whistle blown in precisely the 
same way in the middle of the city at 
midday would bring a policeman on 
the scene at once.—London Graphic.

“Sanguelac”—1. e., the Lake of Blood

has borne the name “Sanginetto” be- 
cause its waters were reddened during 
the second Punic war by the blood of 
some 15,000 Romans who fell before 
the troops of Hannibal. 

Yet another Lake of Blood, called 
also “Yafuar Cocha,” is situated in 
the state of Ecuador. It is one of a 
series of lakes formed by the extinct 
craters of volcanoes on the towering 
heights of the Andes range of moun- 
tains.

THE KAISER’S AILMENT 


Two Surgical Fxperts Say He 
Has Cancer. 


OLAIM ALL EVIDENCE POINTS TO IT 


One Authority Believes the Emperor 
Is as Good as Im His Grave—Bad 
Taint Said te Be In the Bleod—Case 
om Recerd In New York Where a 
Beniguant Papilloma Became Ma- 
lignart.

His mother died of can- 
cer. I tell you, the emperor is as good 
as in his grave, great as is the pity of 
it. Do not be deceived by the early

“Remember the early bulletins when 
Grant was attacked. Remember the 
early bulletins when William’s father, 
the Crown Prince Frederick, developed 
the so called ‘benignant’ growth in his 
throat.

Said the other surgical expert: 

“There is no doubt that the emperor 
is afflicted with a malignant tumor. 
That is clear from the start. He has 
a very bad taint in his blood. His fa- 
ther, his mother and his aunt died of 
cancerous tumors. However, the world 
has about given up the belief in the 
hereditary transmission of cancer, and 
there is no reason for alarm simply be- 
cause his parents had these malignant 
growths. 

“When the Emperor Frederick (then 
the crown prince) was first attacked 
with the foreign growth in the larynx 
it was given out that it was a benig- 
nant growth. There is no doubt that 
from the start the growth was malig- 
nant. But Sir Morrell Mackenzie, the 
eminent English specialist, contended 
against the eminent German specialists 
that it was not a cancer, but a harm- 
less excrescence. Sir Morrell Macken- 
zie made the crown prince the emperor 
of Germany, and 100 days later the em- 
peror died. It was a cancerous tumor 
from the beginning, but Frederick's 
accession to the throne made a differ- 
ence of nearly $500,000 a year in the 
income of his wife.”

This in- 
crease in the amount of reading matter 
is enriched by Some ten or more new 
illustrations, among which are several 
views of the Hancock Burying-Ground, 
a fine half tone of the Fore River Ship 
Building plant, the reproduction of a 
beautiful photograph of Miss E. C. 
Adams, the portrait of Jobp Quincy, 
whose grave has recently been discovered 
and a picture of the Quincy Mansion 
school. 

The book will be bound in blue and 
gold and its sumptuous appearance will 
make it a very attractive book for the 
holidays. The price will be a slight 
increase over the first edition, bat with 
its sixty-five or more fine ilJustrations 
it isan unusually small outlay for so 
costly a book.

SOCIETY IN IRELAND. 


A Person Is Judged There Entirely 
Upon His Merits. 

An English scribe gives a delightful 
picture of Irish society, in which, she 
says, there are “no millionaires and no 
nouveaux riches.” Titles there are in 
plenty, but position counts for noth- 
ing unless the persons in question are 
“good sorts” in themselves. Whereas 
in England one is tolerated principally 
for one’s wealth, in Scotland for one’s 
birth, in Ireland it would appear one 
is judged entirely on one’s merits. 

“The average Irish household differs 
from the English in being less stiff, 
more amusing and more hospitable. 
Possibly the wall paper may be a 
trife moldy from damp and the stair 
carpets not altogether innocent of 
holes, while your bedroom jug and 
basin may not match, but these are 
counterbalanced by priceless old prints, 
superb bits of old silver and all ‘the 
fun of the fair.’ It is more amus- 
ing to pay a round of country visits in 
Ireland than in England. There is no 
ceremony, but of hearty, sincere wel- 
come there is no end. There is no anx- 
iety about an trjsh party amalgamat- 
ing, for guests are all drawn into the 
family circle, whereas an English par- 
ty does not thaw out until the visit is 
nearly over and often only shows signs 
of exhilaration when the hour of de- 
parture arrives. It is a mistake,” con- 
cludes the critic, “for the Saxon to 
start pins for the improving of Ire- 
land. The Irish standard of morality 
puts English society to the blush.” 


Mere Money Getting. 

Money getting is no new passion. 
From the beginning nineteen-twen- 
tieths of our American population have 
had no other mastering purpose than 
to make money. They have been bread- 
winners, fortune getters, by the lines 
of least resistance, without dreams of 
success in the professions or in the arts 
or in patriotic politics. 

But there have also been up to re- 
cent years a remnant, a select few, a 
company of enlightened and gifted 
people, who have put ideals ahead of 
money getting. 

There was Agassiz, who refused to 
lecture at $500 a night because he was 
| too busy to make money. Charles Sum- 
ner declined to lecture at any price be- 
cause, he said, as senator all his time 
belonged to Massachusetts. Spurgeon 
refused to come to America to deliver 
fifty lectures at $1,000 a night, saying 
he could do better; he could stay in 
London and try to save fifty souls. 
Emerson steadfastly declined to in- 
crease his income beyond $1,200 be- 
cause he wanied his time to think.—

It 
so happened that an American man- 
of-war to which I belonged as an en- 
listed man put into that port for some 
slight repairs, and twelve of us desert- 
ed to go aboard of the Dolphin. It

the captain brought this desertion 
about by the promise of high wages. 


He wanted a crew and did not care) 


how the men came to him. 

We had been twelve days out when 
we sighted the Foam as she lay wal- 
lowing in the trough of the sea, a com- 
plete wreck aloft. After a brief look 
at her through the glass the captain 
began cursing his ill luck. As a mat- 
ter of fact, we had nefther room, water 
nor provisions to spare, and the ship 
was loaded down to the mark with 
cargo, but when we heard our officers 
propose to pass the wreck without no- 
tice every man of the twelve was 
ready for mutiny. We demanded that 
communication be opened with the un- 
fortunate people, and after a good deal 
of growling the Dolphin ran down to 
the wreck and sent a boat to her. 

| The report of the mate when he re- 
turned was to the effect that the peo- 
ple were on quarter allowance, with 
much si¢kness among the women and 
children, and that they desired to aban- 
don the wreck and be taken aboard of 
the ship. We had spare spars aboard, 


and the captain offered to sell three or | 


four sticks for about three times their 
value, the payment to be made in gold 
on delivery. The brig declined this 
“generous” offer, as the crew was sat- 
isfied that the shattered hulk could 


never be worked into port, even if 
fully provisioned besides. 
Our captain was holding off, not 


wishing to take the unfortunates and 
yet afraid of us, when a squall came 
on, and he attempted to sail away. 
The whole crew, including the second 
mate, at once refused duty. The cap- 
tain and first mate then declared their 
authority at end and went below, but 
we were not to be bluffed. The second 
mate was installed as captain, and two 
hours later all the people on the wreck 
had been transferred. It was in good 
time, too, as a gale came on that lasted 
for three days and must have sent the 
brig to the bottom. 

We had mutinied and taken posses-
